Gibson Seems Comfortable. 
Although Mr. Gibson's public connection 
with the whisky trust ceased when he resigned 
as its Secretary, and although it was not sus- 
pected that he was a man of large private for- 


tune, he has yet been able to live since then |. 


without undertaking any considerable work, 
in a condition of comfort and even luxury. 
His home at Peoria has been a pleasant one, 
and he has been enabled to take pleasure 
trips apparently as often as he pleased. 

Furthermore Mr. Gibson’s personal habits 
since his retirement from active business 
have not been such as to increase his natural 
discretion and from his own admissioas cer- 
tain important links of evidence have been 
gathered which fitin nicely with that obtained 
from the books and records of the company. 
It is even charged that Mr. Gibson, since his 
retirement, has drawn an annual compensa- 
tion from its treasury of $7,500 a year for 
work which, so faras can be learned, has 
been mostly in the nature of observing the 
old adage that “ silence is golden.”’ 

While it ie not eharged that President 
Greenhut had any guilty knowledge of Gib- 
son’s allegod dynamite plot, it is positively 
asserted that he overstepped his authority in 
the expenditure of ctrtain ‘moneys growing 
out of Mr. Gibson’s arrest, and against him 
one of the suits to recover such moneys will 
be instituted. 


Suit Against Nelson Morris. 


Another suit which will probably be started 
in a few days is against Nelson Morris, who, 


while a former director of the trust, has also. 


had contracts with the company for feeding his 
cattle. The claim will be made that Mr. Mor- 
ris owes the company a good many thousand 
dollars on account of these contracts, and 
suit will be brought to recover the money. 

It is said Mr. Greenhut and certain of the 
directors of the company, who are also 
claimed to be liable for funds expended, are 
fully aware that suits are to be started against 
them, and are making preparations accord- 
ingly. - Offers of compromise have been made 
and have been definitely and finally declined. 

When Gibsom. was arrested Wednesday, 
Feb. 11. 1891, the government officials, in- 
cluding Attorney Milchrist, felt certain con- 
viction would follow, It will be remembered 
that the information on which the arrest was 
made was furnished tothe government by 
John DeWar, at one time an employé of the 
trust, but then working as a government 
gauger in the. Shufeldt distillery. According 
‘to him, in the December previous tothe ar- 
rest Mr. Gibson had made an appointment to 
meet him on some idle pretense. This meeting 
was followed by other conferences, and the 
subject of getting the Shufeldt distillery out 
of the way, at first mentioned incidentally, 
was gradually led up to until it had been fully 
discussed, DeWar reported to his superior 
Officials and, acting on their advice, he con- 
tinued to meet Gibson and discuss with him 
the details of the plot. 


DeWar’s Alleged Compensation. 
It was charged at the time that DeWar was 


‘to receive for his share in blowing up the dis- 


tillery $10,000 in cash and $15,000 in the 
stock of the trust. In apparent confirmation 
of this charge, when Gibson was arrested, 
there were found in his sachel three certifi- 
cates of stock in the trust, each of 100 shares. 
These certificates, the par value of which was 
$30,000,, were then actually worth $15,- 
000 in cash, and they had already been signed 
over to John DeWar. 

It was also in evidence at the time that, act- 
ing on thé advice of his superior officers, De- 
War had several times told Gibson he had 
made different attempts to blow up the dis- 
tiltery but the explosive failed to work, and 
requested Gibson to furnish some new and 
more powerful weapon, In apparent con- 
firmation of this statement a mysterious bot- 
tle was found in Gibson’s sachel containing 

a liquid which, when a few drops were poured 
upon a sheet of paper, immediately ignited it, 
recourse to any other agency not being nec- 
essary. Certain telegrams and letters which 
had passed between Gibson and DeWar were 
also discovered in the sachel. Yet in spite of 
all this evidence the case against Gibson 
never came to trial. 

‘This part of the scandalous though wildly 


‘ romantic history of the great whisky trust is 


already public property... But within a few 
days a highly sensational story bearing on the 
same case hus been told for the first time. It 
comes from Thomas A. Lynch Jr., thén one 
of the active managers of the Shufeldt distii- 
lery. 

Mr. Lyach’s Story. 

Negotiations on the part of the trust to 
secure control of the Shufeldt distillery, then 
one of its largest independent competitors, 
had been going on for some time but had re- 
auited in nothing. One day Mr. Lynch re. 
ceived: a letter from an anonymous corre- 
spondent stating that on the following day a 
man would apply to him for work as watch- 
man in the jistiliery, but he was in reality a 
spy. employed by the trust and his business 
was to do something, if possible, which would 
hinder the workings of the plant, if nothing 
more. Mr. Lynch said nothing about the let- 
ter, but on the day following the man de- 
scribed called. Mr. Lynch, pretending to 
know nothing of his real errand, talked with 
the man and finally told him to cail the next 
day, when he would give a final answer to his 
application for employment. As the caller 
left his office Mr. Lynch went hurriedly to his 
buggy and followed the street car which the 
man had boarded. Driving down-town in 
close pursuit Mr. Lynch saw the man enter 
the office of a certain detective agency. He 
then went back to the distillery. 

The next day the spy kept his appointment 
promptly. Mr. Lynch told him he would 
employ him as a watchman and on the pre- 
text of showing him something about his du- 
ties took him to the top story of the distillery. 
There be left him fora moment and went 
down to the first floor, where he told a group 
of workmen that a whisky trist spy was in 
the buildmg. ‘The men were so enraged that 
they took the- detective, got a rope, actuaily 
put a noose about his neck, and came so near 
lynching him then and there that Mr. Lynch 
bad hard work to save hislife. ~ 

Turned Over His Iastructions. 

The frightened detective was finally com- 
pelled to go to his home on the North Side 
and get the instructions he had received from 
the whisky trust people, which he turned 
over to Mr. Lynch. It should be remem- 
bered, in view of the violent action of thése 
workmen, that at the time rumors of attempt- 
ed piots to destroy the distillery with dyna- 
mite were current and that Dec. 10, 1888,

The writer demands her discharge from the 
Noonan household, and six weeks ago made 
his first formal order. A postal cdrd was re- 
ceived, scrawled in a disguised hand. It com- 
manded Mr. Noonan to dischagge the girl. 
No attention was paid to the communication, 
and it was followed a few days later by an- 
other, in which it was said unless the girl was 
dismissed in twenty-four hours Mr. Noon- 
an’s barn would be burned. «Promptly 
at the expiration of the time mentioned the 
barn was destroyed by fire. The same day 
came a threat that the house would be burned* 
and Mr. Noonan murdered, After this Annie 
Murray was relieved of further service in the 
household. The fire episode was taken as a 
warning of what might follow were the un. 
known correspondent’s command dis@beyed. 

The police at the Fiftieth Street Btation 
were called upon and the Noonan residence 
kept under surveillance day and night, but, 
notwithstanding this, the anonymous com. 
munications still found their way uhder the 
front door and the fear of the family was con- 
sequentiy not at all lessened. 


It Baffles the Police) 


The first postal card was’addressed to Mrs. 
Noonan. It was written in ink. The letters 
were partly printed and partly written. The 
card said briefly that unless the woman was 
discharged within twenty-four hours Mr. 
Noonan would be killed. The subject matter 
of the card was of too seriou; a nature to ad- 
mit of it being considered a hoax, but it was 
not thought that the threat under any cir. 
cumstances would be carried out. Three duys 
later came a letter. ‘This was algo written in 
ink, and another time allowance of twenty- 
four hours given for the girl's dismissal. 
Lieut. Morrissey of the Fiftieth Street Station 
assumed supervision of the case at this junct- 
ure, and detailed four men to assist him. 
Their efforts to unravel the mystery proved 
futile. By this time the family was in a high 
state of mental agitation. 

The next development was far more start- 
ling than the previous circumstances in the 
case, for this time the unknown had dared to 
visit the house and placea note under the 
front door, It was inclosed in a piain white 
envelope and written with lead pencil ina 
styie similar to the preceding ones. 
The body of the letter was written on a piece 
of white paper three inches square. Each of 
the four edges was irregular and it exhibited 
the cunning of the author who evidently nad 
torn it. from the center of the sheet. The 
paper was unruled. The letter was addressed 
to Mrs. Noonan and read as follows: 

Mrs. Nooaan: Let that girl go today or I wi!) 
fire the house or kill Mr. Noonan. Don’t cause 
me trouble. Choose either. 

They Let the Girl Go. 


A week intervened between the reception of 
the two last letters. It was then decided to 
let the Murray girl return to her home at 
Gordon and Wallace streets to see what effect 
her absence would have upon the person who 
threatened somuch on her account, In the 
interim no letters were received, and it was 
then thought probable that the unknowa 
would be satisfied and the matter dropped. 

Annie Murray is said to have an uncle in 
the employ of the firm of Noonan & Hoff, of 
which firm Patrick Noonan is senior partner, 
and on this account her acquaintance with 
the Noonans was brought about. Through 
this channel she was well known to her em. 
ployers and was with some hesitancy taken 
back. No sooner had she returned than an. 
other letter was left under the front door. It 
was in effect: 

Mrs. Noonan: Ifyon do not discharge that

This new threat to murder the girl was the 
cause of general alarm and the police were rein. 
forced. Two days later another letter was 
left in the accustomed place under the door, 
and this epistie threatened sure and im.

th 1845 Couldock became Jeading man at 
the Theater Royal, Edinburg.

Kor several years thereafter he was leading 
tnan at the Walnut Street’ Theater, Phila- 
delphia. He became a member of Laura 
Keene’s Olympic Theater coinpany in 1858,

Julius Skibbe as a bakery and 
family residence. His family was lodged in 
the upper floor and narrowly escaped with their 
lives. Anna Dieske, a servant girl, was left 
sleeping in the apartments And was rescued 
from the flames with the utmost diffi- 
culty. The block in which the burning 
building was located is thickly built up with 
tenement houses. From these the panic- 
stricken tenants fied in their night robes. 
Many of them leaped from second floor win- 
dows, and the streets in the vicinity of the 
fire were piled up with household goods. 

It was fifteen minutes after the fire alarm 
was turned in before a stream could be got 
on the flames. Three streams were got 
in action then, and in twenty minutes 
what looked like the beginning of 
a big fire was only a smudge. The 
flames had seorched four of the neighbor- 
ing buildings, which were beginning to blaze 
when the firemen got to work. The fire of 
the neighboring buildings was quickly 
quenched, The bakery in which the fire was 
started is a total loss, amounting to 
$2,000. The loss on the house was about 
$1,000. It wasan old frame building be. 
longing to Mrs. Rosenbloom, The ground on 
which the block of buildimgs is located be- 
longs to the university and is leased to tenants 
who own the houses. ©n account of these 
leases the buildings are wooden shanties, 
which would burn like tinder. ‘The Joss. by 
fire is augmented by the damage done in tear- 
ing up and throwing out the household effects 
of the residents who lived in the vicinity. 

The discovery of the fire was made by 
Night Watchman Buck, who immediately 
alarmed the occupants of the houses in the vi- 
cinity after turning in the alarm. Panic pre- 
vailed and many persons narrowly escaped 
injury as they fled pell mell from the houses, 
falling down-stairs and jumping from win- 
dows, 

The whole town was soon alarmed and the 
public square was filled with excited citizens 
who lent theiz aid zealously to storing house- 
hold effects from the flames, which threat. 
ened to sweep away the whole block.

All this would be done 
solely with a viewto hampermg the United 
States in its efforte to control the Nicaraguan 
Canal. 

At the State Department, while it could 
not be stated detinitely what was the tenor of 
the demand made by Great Britain it was 
generally believed to be only in keeping with 
former-actions by that government to obtain 
a foothold in Nicaragua ana Venezuela. By 
pursuing obstructive tactics in these two 
countries the aim of Great Britain seemed to 
be for controlling not only the Nicaragua 
Canal but the Orinoco River as far as pos- 
sible. 

One feature of the story about tne British 
demands which did not seem to carry much 
weight in diplomatic and official circles arode 
from the statement thatno citizen of the 
Unitea States was to be permitted to serve on 
the commission to ussess damages against 
Nicaragua. In the event of such a stipulation 
being made it could not be construed in any 
other way than a direct insult to this country 
and in its efforts at land grabbing Great 
Britain would hardly dare go to such an ex- 
treme point.

It is reported here that the Allianca carried 
24.000 rifles south on the trip jon which it 
was fired at. Itis also reported here that 
there were landed on the easte:m end of the 
island some men who were passengers on the 
Allianca. These men, it is reported, were 
taken off the Allianca in fishing smacks the 
night preceding the firing. 

The Infanta Isabel is an exact counterpart 
of the Conde de. Venadito, which is named as 
the vessel which fired upon the Allianca. The 


*Venadito is an iron bark-rigged gunboat of 


comparatively modern design, having been 
launched in 1888. It is one of six laid down 
on the same plan at the same .time. Its length 
is 210 feet, beam, 32 feet; draft, 12%¢ feet; 
displacement, 1,130 tons; speed; 14 knots. 
Its engines are of 1,600 horse-pawer, driving 
a single screw. Its battery consists of four 
tweive-centimeter (4.72-inch) breech-loading 
rifles, two three-pounder%, and seven machine 
guns. It has two torpedo tubes. 

The gun with which the Conde'de Venadito 
fired at the Allianca was the forward one of 
the 4.72-inch guns on the port side. Not hav- 
ing an absolutely straight head fire the Spanish 
cruiser was obliged to yaw out of its course 
in order to bring a gun to bear on the chase, 
The gun 18 1444 feet long and weighs 2.6 
tons. It throws an  armor-piercing 
projectile weighing 653.1 -pounds, but 
in firing at the Allianca undoubtedly 
only the common cast-iron shell, weighing 
47.2 pounds, was used. The charge of pow- 
der is 28.7 pounds, and the velocity given is 
1,998 feet a second as the shejl leaves the 
muzzle. That velocity would, of course, di- 
minish with the projectile’s flight, but if it 
had hit the Allianca it would have gone into 
it and exploded, the bursting charge of the 
common shell being about two and one-half 
pounds of powder, which would have wrecked 
a good deal of materiai.

Capt. James A. Crossman, being’ duly sworn, 
deposes and says that he has read in the morning 
papors of this date, Tuesday, March 19, that the 
commander of the Spanish gunbpat Conde de 
Venadito has made the stutement that the steam- 
ship that was off Cape Maysi,. Cuba, on the 8th 
day of March, 1895, which was firedon by bis 
gunboat, hoisted the British gpsign in saluting 
him. In view ofthis statement he’does most 
solemnly swear that the flag hoisted’ on the staff 
of the steamer Allianca in salute td the Spanish 
gunboat off Cape Maysi, Cuba, on the 8th day of 
March, 1805, by his order andin his presence. 
was the American ensign. Thisis the only flag 
used for such purposes, the national flag of 
America. ; 

The others who signed a similar affidavit 
are: Benjamin Corning, first officer; F. W. 
Russell, second officer; W. H. Churchill, 
purser; A. S. Jussen, freight clerk; E, L.

Wasutertoy, D, C., March 19,—There is no 
further doubt as to the reeeipt by Secretary 
Gresham of a reply from Spain to his de- 
mand, but. there is reason to believe the pub- 
lished reports) have failed to state some im- 
portant resefvations made by Spain. One 
part of Spain’s answer may consist in calling 
attention to a. charge thatin November a 
number of Spanish Cubans were fishing in the 
Gulf of México when they were fired on by a 
United States revenue cutter, first with a cav- 
non and later with smallarms. The firing is 
alleged to have occurred twelve miies from 
land. The Spaniards were curried to New ()r- 
where, it ia said, the United States 
Court for the Southern District of Louisiana 
released them. Spain has not made thus far 
a protest, but may do so now that the United 
States has protested against the firing on the 
Allianca.

WHAT SPAIN HAS IN FIGHTING VESSELS. 


Some Comparisons Between Our Warships 
and Those of That Nation. 

If by any chance international complica- 
tions with Spain should arise froin its refusal 
to satisfactorily apologize for firing upon the 
Allianca hostilities between the two nations 
would be mainly confined to the sea. Except 
for a probably brief and unimbortant cam- 
paign in overrunning Cuba by United States 
troops, the naval strength of the two belliger- 
ents would«ietermine the result of the war. 
In fighting efficiency, as between the navy of 
Spain ana the navy of the United States, the 
latter has decidedly the better of it. Prac- 
tically the fighting strength of the Spanish 
navy lies in thé following vessels: 

Armered—Pelayo, Infanta Maria Teresa, Al- 
miratite Oquefido, Vizcaya, Victoria, and Nu- 
mancia. 

Unarmored—Alfonso KXIII., Lepafito, Reina 
Christina, Alfonso XU., Reina Mercedes, Velasco, 
Conde de Venadito, Cristobal Colon, Don Antonio 
UHoa. Don Juan de Austria, Infanta Isabel, 
Isabel II., Efisefiada, Isla de Cuba, Isla de Luzon, 
Filipinas, Nueva Espafia, Galicia, Marquez de 
Molino, Martin Alonso Pinzon, Rapido, Temer- 
ario, Vincente Yanez Pinzon, and Destructor. 

The Pelayo is really the only one of the lot 
that can be considered a modern battleship. Its 
displacement—9,.900 tons—is only about 1,300 
tons less than that of the United States battle- 
ships of the Indiana class, but it fails-to an- 
proach the Jatter vessels in effectiveness. It 
would not stand the ghost of a chance in a fight 
with the Indiana, with which it may be com- 
pared as follows:

FIND THE SHIP SUNK. 


SPANISH ORUISER REINA REGENTE 
WREOKED IN THE STORM. 


Alfonso XII. Finds the Regente in Bajo 
Aceitamos, Not Far from the Straits of 
GibraltireOnly Twenty Inches of the 
Latter’s Masts Are Above Water=—Crew 
of 420 Officers and Men Almost Sure 
to Have Perished=—Li Hung Chang Is in 
Japan on His Peace Errand. 


Capiz, March 19.—The Spanish cruiser 
Alfonso XII. has returned here after a search 
for the missing cruiser Reina Regente and re- 
ports having found the latter vessel sunk neat 
Bajo Aceitanos, not far from the Straits of 
Gibraltar. Only twenty inches of the Reina 
Regente’s masts were above water. The Al- 
fonso XII. has returned to the scene of the 
wreck with a number of divers and diving ap- 
pliances in order to recover the bodies of the 
crew of the sunken warship. 

The Reina Regerte was reported missing 
March 13. It had just conveyed from Cadiz 
to Tangier the returning Moorish mission to 
Spain. The cruiser left Tangier March 10 
for Cadiz and its whereabouts had not been 
definitely ascertained until today. Pieces of 
one of its boats and flags were reported to 
have beer picked up along the shore near 
Ceuta and Tarifa. It carried a crew of 420 
officers and men and all hands are believed té 
have perished, 

As soon asthe reports of the disaster be- 
came current a number of Spanish and 
British warships put to sea in search of it. A 
French steamship March 14 arrived at 
Gibraltar and reported having seen a big ves- 
sel, supposed to have been the Reina Regente, 
ashore in Aceitanos Bay (probably Bajo 
Aceitanos), The commander of the French 
craft added that he was unable to assist the 
warship on account of heavy weather. 

: Sighted in Trouble, 

March 15 the steamer Mayfair arrived at 
Bareelona and reported sighting a vessel be- 
lieved to be the Spanish cruiser Keina 
Regente the morning of March 10 between 
Tarifa and Cape Espartel. The warship had 
lost its funnels and bridge and was laboring 
heavily in the high seas and fierce gale which 
prevailed. Although it was apparently un- 
manageable the cruiser did not ask for as- 
sistance and therefore the Mayfair did not 
offer any. But the ©aptain of the Mayfair 
added that he was of.the opinion it could not 
long bave survived the storm in the condition 
in which it appeared to be at the time ho 
saw it, 

Later the Spanish cruisers Isla de Luzon 
and. Alfonse XII, returned to Cadiz, after 
having searched the Spanish and African 
coasts and the straits without any news of the 
missing warship. 

Deputy Diaz Moreau, who was formerly an 
officer in the Spanish navy, in the Chamber of 
Deputies during the evening of March 14 
read the statement of a former commander 
of the Reina Regente, in which the writer de. 
scribed the cruiser as a vessel unable to 
weather a heavy storm, owing to the increased 
weight of ite armament. In the Senate Ad- 
miral Beranger. formerly Minister of Marine, 
said the Reina Regente was one of the best 
ships in its class, It was well appointed in 
every way, he added, and if it was lost he be- 
lieved it must have collided with another ves- 
sel or have gone ashore. Subsequently, in 
an interview in regard to the statement made 
by Deputy Diaz Moreau, in which a former 
commander of the Reina Regente alleged that 
it was top heavy,, Admiral Beranger said the 


| overweight of the cruiser’s deck guna was rec- 


tified two years ago by his orders, when he 
was Minister of Marine. 

The uncertainty as to the fate of the Reina 
Regente caused great public excitement in 
Madrid and the government was accused of 
keeping back news of the ship and of having 
ordered the detention by the ensors of all 
telegfaims giving information about it. 

But when anumber of flags, a compass- 
box, and other wreckage known to have be- 
longed to the Reina Regente were washed 
ashore at Tarifa it was given up for lost. 

In Cadiz and Cartagena, where most of the 
420 officers and men of the lost cruiser be- 
longed, there has been great anxiety and ex- 
cttement from the moment it was reported 
missing. 

The Reina Regente two years ago went to 
New York as one of the Spanish squadron 
which escorted ucross the Atlantic the Colum- 
bus caravels, The Infanta Isabel, now re- 
ported to have sunk an American schooner 
off the coast of Cuba, and the Nueva Espana 
were the other ships of the Spanish squadron. 
The latter atrived at Fortress Monroe April 
21, 18938, the Reina Regente having the cara- 
vel Santa Maria in tow; the Pinta was in tow 
of. the Infanta Isabel and the Nina was towed 
by the Nueva Espana. Ali three of these 
Spanish warships took a conspicuous part in 
the great Columbian naval parade in New 
York Harbor April 27 of the same year. 

History of the Regente. 

The Reina Regente was launched in 1887 
and was one of three second-class deck-pro- 
tected cruisers of the same build, its sister 
ships being the Alfonse XII. and Lepanto, all 
of 4.800 tons, 12,000 horse-power, and ex- 
pected to steam twenty knots. The wrecked 
cruiser was 320 feet long, had 50 feet 6 
inches beam, and a draft of 20 feet 4 inches. 
It was propelled by twin screws, Its pro- 
tected deck was 4% inches thick on the 
slopes, its conning tower had 5 inches of 
armor, and its gun shields were 3 inches 
thick. 

The armament of the Reina Regente con- 
sisted of four 94-inch Hontoria guns, one 
on each side forward of the central super- 
structure, one on each side aft; six 4% Hon- 
toria guns in broadside, the forward and after 
pair in sponsons, middle pair in recessed 
ports, and fifteen rapid fire and machiné 
guns. It was also fitted with five torpedo 
tubes. 

Maprip, March 19.—The positive news of 
the loss of the Spanish cruiser Reina Regente 
which reached here from Cadiz caused the 
greatest emotion in Madrid and throughout 
Spain. The Queen Regent was deeply dis- 
tressed. By her Majesty’s order the sacra- 
ment has been exposed night and day in the 
royal chapel from the time the first report of 
the disaster reached her, and by her direction 
prayers for the safety of the crow of the Reina 
Regente have been said continuously ever 


since. 
Mystery About the Vedel, “ 


The officials bere consider that it is still 
possible the officers of the Alfonso XII. are 
mistaken in their identification of the wreck 
as that of the Reina Regente. Sefior Moreu, 
lately the commander of the cruiser Conde de 
Ven Adito, said in an interview today he 
believed such an expert sailor as the zarptain 
of the Reina Regente would have quit the 
dangerous coast in the vicinity 6f Tangier at 
the first symptoms of a storm and made for 
Cadiz or Algecieras. If he found that 
impossible owing to the tempest he 
would have endeavored to have got in the 
ocean, where the vessel wmnmay have foundered 
or still be floating disabled. The Queen Re- 
gent, after whom the vessel is named, is still 
hopeful. She has ordered that the prayers 
for the safety of the ship and crew shali be 
continued, 

The government probably knows whether 
the vessel has been lost, but is hiding the 
truth until anew ministry shall have been 
formed. It is said the search will be contin- 
ued, but this is a forlorn hope.

asserted, was smuggled away. 

Loypow, March 19,—The Zimes will to- 
morrow publish a dispatch from Shanghai, 
saying the rumors of a Jupanese expedition 
to the Island of Formosa are not credited in 
Shanghai. The correspondent adds that for- 
ward movements in the north are more likely 
to foilow a failure of the peace negotiations, 

Wasuinetor, D, C., March 19.—Li Hung 
Chang’s arrival in Japan is regarded in offi- 
cial circles as one of the most significant 
events of recent days. It is the first time in 
his life the venerable statesman of China has 
set foot outside of Chinese soil. At his ad- 
vanced age he now journeys to China’s tradi- 
tional foe to offer enormous concessions a3 
means of securing peace, 

It can be stated positively and authoritative- 
ly the genera: terms of this peace are already 
understood, and all that remains is the ar- 
ranging of detdils within certain specified 
limits. These general terms have been 
brought about by the efforts of United 
States Ministers Denby in China and Dun 
in Tokio, It was even feared at a late day 
that Li’s mission might fail through the 
vagueness of his authority to treat for the 
ceding of territory. This was arranged, how- 
ever, through the activity of the United States 


Ministers, showing that the mission would. 


otherwise prove futile, 

The general terms of Li Hung Chang’s au- 
thority are to cede territory, pay a cash in- 
demnity, grant the independence of Corea, 
and arrange new treaty relations with Japan 
by which Japan’s extra territorial jurisdic- 
tion in China will be maintained, The exact 
amount of the cash indemnity is not fixed, 
nor is the kind of metal it is to be paid in 
agreed on. ‘these and the boundaries of the 
ceded territory are yet to be arranged. 

So far have the arrangements advanced that 
Prince Li’s mission is expected to be consum- 
mated within a few days, unless some unex- 
pected hitch occura. Count Ito, one of the 
two Japanese eavoys, is a ciose persona! 
friend of Li Hung Chang, the two having set- 
tled the Corean trouble in 1885. 


AMERICAN SAILORS FIGHT A BIG FIRE, 


Admiral Meade’s Marines Do Great Work 
at Port of Spain, Trinidad, 

New York, March 19.—Details have been 
received here of the disastrous fire at Port of 
Spain, Trinidad. At 3 p. m. March 4 
the fire started in one of the stores in the 
business part of the city. Before the fire de- 
partment could reach the scene the fire had 
spread to every house in the block. There 
wasastrong southeast wind blowing and it 
looked as if the whole town in the direction 
of the wind must ge. Among the buildings 
threatened were the club-house, ice-house, 
and bank. 

The crew of H. M. S, Buzzard landed at 
4:30 p.m. and gave valuable assistance in 
blowing up houses in the path of the fire to 
prevent its spread. The fire was seen by Ad- 
miral Meade on board the flagship New York 
to be a dangerous one, He at once sent his 
aide ashore to ask the government if he might 
send assistance. If ithad not been an En- 
lishtown assistance would have been sent 
without first asking. 

The offer being accepted 325 men from the 
Squadron were dispatched ashore at 6p. m. 
The fire had spread and coveted three blocks 
one way and two blocks. the other. There 
seemed to be no way to check it. The hose 
supply ashore was next to useless, 

The blue jackets pitched in in true Amer- 
ican style to fight the fire, while tha marines, 
under arms, were stationed about to keep the 
crowd in vheck. The regular firemen ashore 
were worse than useless, and the American 
jacks in some instances put them outside the 
lines, 

By 10 o’clock the fire was well under con- 
trol and at 11:30 the Americans withdrew, 
leaving the smoking ruins in charge of the 
firemen and police. The fire destroyed the 
best business section of the city. The loss is 
estimnated at $4,870,000, 

Sir F. Napier Broome, K.C.'B., the Gov- 
ernor of ‘Brinidad. sent Rear Admiral Meade 
a cordial letter, thanking him for the services 
that had been rendered, assuring hin that he 
should report it to the British Government, 
saying the people of the Port of Spain would 
never forget what the American sailors had 
done for them, and asking that his personai 
thanks be given to every man in the foree 
landed.

Daughter of the Countess of Paris Will 
Marry the Duke of Aosta. 

Paris, March 20.—The betrothal of the 
Duke of Aosta and Princess Helene today was 
conducted withthe utmost ceremony. The 
Duke entered the salon and approached the 
Countess of Paris, the mother of Princess 
Helene, and said he had the happiness 
to believe he had won Princess 
Helene’s heart and his wishes would 
be crowned if -.the Countess would 
consent to their marriage. King Humbert’s 
consent had been obtained. The Countess 
replied she was happy to confide her daugh- 
ter’s happiness to the care of a Prince whom 
she personally esteemed and whose august 
house was connected by marriage with che 
house of France. The Duke kissed the hand 
of the Countess and afterward kissed Princess 
Helene’s hand and they exchanged rings.

CREW RESCUED FROM A BURNING VESSEL 


British Steamer Brings the Men of the 
Donan to Liverpool. 
LiverPoot, March 19.—The British tank 
steamer Delaware, Capt. Thomas, from New 
York March 6, has arrived in the River Mer- 
sey, having on board the crew of the steamer 
Donau, which was .abandoned in midocean. 
When sighted by the Delaware the Donau had 
been on fire’for thirty-six hours and the crew 
had taken to the boats. The abandoned 
steamer was probably the German steamer 
Donan, Capt. Siegel, which sailed from Ham.

FAVORS WIDE TIRESON WAGON WHEELS. 


Special Bulletin Affecting Freighting Cars 
and Public Highways. 
Wasninaton, D. C., March 19.—The Agri- 
cultural Department has issued a bulletin 
compiled by Roy Stone, special agent in 
charge of road inquiry, containing informa- 
tion concerning the use of wide tires on 


wagon wheels. Mr. Stone regards it of 
special, importance in the maintenance 
of pubhe highways that the vehicles 
used on them shall have tires of greater 
width | than are now in general 
use. Extracts from the State laws respecting 


the width of tire to be used on vehicles are 
given, some of which offer a rebate of a por- 
tion of the highway tax on wagons with rims 
or tires not leas than three and three and a 


half inches -in width. The resulta of 
experiments with wide tires in various 
States are also given. The bulletin in 
conciuding prints extracts from the 


Consular reports concerning the width of tires 
prescribed in various foreign countries, In 
France every freighting cart is said to bea 
roadmaker. Theirtires are from three to 
ten inches in width, usually from four to six. 
The German law prescribes that wagons for 
heavy loads, such as coal, brick, earth, and 
stone, must have a width of tire of at least 
four inches, 


REVENUE RECEIPTS FOR EIGHT MONTHS, 


The Comparative Increace Is Reported to 
Have Been $5,180,622. 

Wasnuineton, D.C., March 19.—A state- 
ment prepared by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue shows receipts during the 
eight months of the present fiscal year to 
have been as follows: Spirits, $59,095,538, 
increase over the same period last year, $4,- 
085,763; tobacco, $19,761,741, increase, 
$1,096,999; fermented liquors, $20,118,- 
768, decrease, $120,099; oleomargarine, 
$1,108,276, decrease, $228,184; income 
tax, $11,818; miscellaneous, $436,320, in- 
crease, $343,324. 

The total receipts forthe eight months 
were $100,532,466. increase, $5,180,622. 
During February, 1895, there was an aggre- 
gate comparative decrease in the receipts of 
$1,701,445. 

The statement of the condition of the Treas- 
ury shows: Available cash balance, $184,- 
009,305; gold reserves, $90,445,032. 


SUPPLY OF IVORY SAID 70 BE AMPLE. 


Number of Elephants Living Is Estimated 
to Be About 80,000. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., March 19.—According 
toareport by United States Consul Morris 
at Ghent the sale of ivory at Antwerp, the 
principal market of the trade, during seven 
years amounted to 1,755,972 pounds, val- 
ued at $3,524,000. The sale last year was 
583,117 pounds, as against 493,830 in 1893. 
The report says there is no reason to fear the 
exhaustion of the ivory supply, the ivory crop 
of centuries being still in the hands of nat- 
ives, who have hidden the tusks in river beds 
and under the soil. There are besides esti- 
mated to be about 80,000 elephants living. 


GLEANINGS FROM WASHINGTON NEWS 


Market in Switzerland for American Wood- 
working Machinery and Tools. 

WaAsuinoaTon, D. C., March 19.—United States 
Consul Germain at Zurich reports that’ American 
woodworking machinery and tools could be in- 
troduced in Switzerland if expert agents able to 
speak French and German were sent out to visit 
the different manufactories and shops. He is 
confident that large orders could be secured. 


’ The people still use old methods, as they prefer 


to make their own woodwork, but they would 
gladly use proper machinery if they could ob- 
tain it. 

Cabinet Meeting Held. 

For the first time since the return of the Presi- 
dent from his trip there was a Cabinet meeting 
at the White House. All of the members were in 
attendance. The session lasted about three 
hours, the President having for the first time an 
opportunity to discuss with his assistants the 
several foreign incidents that had arisen in his 
absence and to frame a policy for their dispo- 
sition. 

American Negroes Colonize in Mexico. 

The Secretary of State has been advised by the 
diplomatic representative of the United States 
at the City of Mexico that between 700 and 800 


‘negro families have recently arrived from the 


United States at iahualilo, Durango, Mexico, 
as colonists, under a Federal concession granted 
to W. H. Ellis, an American citizen. 

Orange and Lemon Supply. 


United States Consul Seymour at Palermo, 
Italy, in a report tothe State Department, says 
that notwithstanding the severe weather recently 
experienced in that district, affects oranges 
and lemons in some localities, it is lieved a 
suflicient number have escaped to prevent per- 
ceptible change in the amount exported, or in 
the prices in foreign markets.

FIGHT OVER THE BUILDING'S SITE. 


St, Charles and Geneva Both After the Ju- 
veniie Offenders’ Home. 

One more phase of the many troubles of the 
State Home for Juvenile Offenders will ap- 
pear in the courts in a few days. An old ac- 
tion brought against the trustees of the insti- 
tution by more than 300 residents of 


the Town of St. Charles has been 
given new life by the agitation of 
other charges, and the case will be 


argued before Judge Baker in the near fut- 
ure, The complainants demand the removal 
of the new instivution buildings, built at 
Geneva, Ill., on the site selected by the Board 
of Trustees. This would result in the loss of 
almost $75,000 to the State through the al- 
leged illegal action of the board. 

Buell & Vocke, attorneys for the St. 
Charles people, filed a bill in the Circuit 
Court last August in which it was claimed 
that Geneva secured the location of the new 
State institution at that point by un- 
fair means. Attorney-General Moloney 
fiied a demurrer in behalf of the trustees 
during the September term of court, and the 
case has been dragging ever since, It is now 
en Judge Horton's contested motion calen- 
dar, The attcrneys recentiy agreed to a hear- 
ing before Judge Baker, and the case will be 
reopened with renewed interest in view of re- 
cent developments. 

The bill was filed before the work of dig- 
ging the foundations commenced. The pre- 
liminary operations were pushed rapidly and, 
owing to the slow machinery of the law, the 
building has been almost completed before 
the validity of the selection of its site has 
been settled. 

TheSt. Charles peuple think now that their 
chances’ for winnmg are better than ever. 
The fight had its origin through the rivalry 
between the Towns of St. Charles and Geneva. 
Both wanted the big building and each made 
bids for it. One of the trustees, Mrs. J. P. 
Harvey, lives in Geneva. It is charged by St. 
Charles people that she was instrumental in 
securing the building for Geneva. The bill 
sets forth many charges against the trustees 
and alleges that the site waa not selected ac- 
cording te the provisions of the act of the 
Legislature providing for the establishment 
of the home. The act provided that four of 
the trustees should be women and that no 
two of them should reside in the same Con- 
gressional district. their duties were the 
same as those attached to any other Board of 
Trustees of State institutions, the term of 
service being six years. 

Purchasing the site was naturally tne first 
work of the new trustees, and in doing this 
the Legislature ordered special reference to 
elevation, draicage, and abundant supply of 
water, facitities ot access, the quality of soil, 
and price. The cost of location was fixed un- 
der $15,000, and no member of the commit- 
tee was allowedto be interested in any way 
with the contracts to be awarded. 

When the subject of selecting a site came 
up before the board only six members were 
present. Three voted for the St. Charles and 
three for Geneva. Mr. Henneberry, Mrs. 
Wailace, and William Prentiss voted for St. 
Charles. Mrs. Harvey, Mrs. Holt, and Mr. 
Annis were for Geneva. 

The deadlock was broken by Mr. Prentiss, 
who cast a vote for the absent member, Mrs. 
Henrotin. Thereupon the Common Council 
of St. Charies held a neeting and paved the 
way for a public demonstration, and a large 
sum of money was raised for the purpose of 
making a fight in the courts, which has now 
fairly begun. 

The biil recites the story of aileged illegal 
balloting, and then goes on to charge that the 
site where the building now stands is * high 
and dry”’ ona bluff. There is no “running 
water,’ but to make up for that the trustees 
had an artesian well drilled and the expense 
charged to the maintenance fund of the tem- 
porary home, which proceeding, it is alleged, 
is also illegal. 

Itis also charged that the soil about the 
site isthin and unproductive. The next ob- 
jection is the tracks of the Northwestern rail- 
road along one side and in front cutting off 
the approachto theriver. Above the new 
building to the north is a giucose factory, 
which, it is alleged, will make lifea burden 
for the inmates. 

This much the bill charges in a general way 
before the complainants get down to the spe- 
cific part played by the members of the 
board in the selection of the site, 

Some personal allegations are made, In ef- 
fect it is charged that Mr. Annis was deter- 
mined to have the institution at Geneva at 
any cost and was instrumental in carrying 
out the project in the interests of Mrs. Harvey. 

It is believed the strife and jealousy among 
the trustees originated over the tight concern- 
ing the lovation. 

The subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Appropriations yesterday at Springfield 
reported a bill reaucing the appropriation for 
the State House for Juvenile Female Of- 
fenders at Chicago from $141,000 to $19,- 
500. Aetion by the full committee deferred. 


OLAIMS LANDS WURTH $20,090,000. 


Capt, G, W. Streeter Says He Owns a Big 
Part of the Lake Shore. 

Capt. George W. Streeter says he has re- 
ceived from the United States Land Office 
patents to the made lands on the lake shore 
lying between the Chicago River and Oak 
street. Sharing theclaim with him is P. D. 
Johnston, who formerly conducted a bathing- 
house at the foot of Indiana street. There 
are 180 acres of the made ground and its 
value is roughly estimated to be $18,000,000 
or $20,0000,000, Capt. Streeter rests his 
claim on the basis of discovery. In 1886 
he was sailinga vessel on Lake Michigan. 
What he then regarded as an unfavoring gale 
stranded his craft on a north shore sand 
bar some 400 feet off the foot 
of Superior _ street. As the Captain 
couldn’t get his boat off he allowed it to re- 
mgin there. Soon the wind and waves washed 
up sand around it, making an island. Capt. 
Steeter planted potatoes and other vegetabies 
in the new soil and subsisted thereon. Mean- 
while the street-cleaning contractors made 
the shallow water between the Captain’s 
island and the shore a dumping ground. 
When the refuse of the streets began to rise 
above the surface of the water the property- 
owners on shore begar to look after their 
riparian rights. Streeter was finally driven 
off, but not, he alleges, before he had lived 


on the land mg enough to establish’ a 
settler’s title. ow, he says, he and 
Johnston, after a hard fight have 


secured government patents to the disputed 
property. Capt. Streeter was asked to show 
his government patents, but did not do so, 
saying they were locked up ina place where 
he could not get at them last night. He said, 
however, they would be placed on record in a 
day or two. 

N. K. Fairbank said last night he did not 
place much credit in the story of the govern- 
ment patents. He said the State of Illinois 
had turned the property over to the Lincoln 
Park Commissioners, and they in turn had 
given it to property-owners on condition that 
they construct a boulevard. These transac- 
tions had been confirmed by the courts and 
the Attorney-General, and there was no ques- 
tion in his mind as to their validity,

DISTINOTLY FIRMEB TONE TO THE 


LOOAL MONEY MARKET. . 


Rates Were Advanced on Cali Loans by 
Some of the Trust Companies=Oatlook 
for Chicago Edison Is Good=American 
Strawboa Affairs in Unsatisfactory 
Shape—Inéreasing Alley Elevated Traf- 
ficSuggestions for Improving Busi- 
ness, 


The money market grows distinctly firmer. 
Rates on call loans were marked up by some 
of the trust companies yesterduy. It was re- 
ported the borrowers made no serious oebjec- 
tions to the advance, and in no case paid up 
the loans, Nearly all the banks report mate- 
rial improvement in the demand tor money, 
and many of them claim that they are now 
well loaned up toward the limit. Bankersare 
becommg unanimous in the opinion that gen- 
eral commercial conditions are showiug pro- 
nounced improvement and that there is 
promise of an even more favorable 
condition. Reports which bankers receive 
from their customere are nearly all of the 
same character, and are in most instances of 
the most favorable nature, The statement 
was made yesterday by a representative of 
one of the largest wholesale dry goods estab- 
lishments that the business for the season is 
in exces#of the same period in 1893, which 
was high water mark for mercantile business in 
Chicago. When the fact is taken into account 


y that goods are being sold from 15 to 25 per cent 


cheaper than they were two or three years ago 
the statement that the volume of trade aggre- 
Rates a greater yalue than it did in 1893 is cer- 
tainly significant, for it means a distribution of a 
materially greater amount of goods. 

“The Chicago Edison company,”’ said a direct- 
or of that company yesterday, “ is doing better 
than it did a year ago. The company is serving 
a considerably greater number of lamps than 
heretofore, The average current for each lamp 
is considerably Jess than it was a yearago. That 
is one of the illustrations of. the economical 
mood of the people. The company's merchandis- 
ing business, the supplying of small electric 
plants to individuals, is showing the effect of the 
dull times much’more than is the lighting busi- 
ness. We are surprised ourselves to find what 
great economy is effected by the new power sta- 
tion. That is more than making up for any loss 
in the consumiption of the current as a resuit of 
the public's disposition to economize. The com- 
pany is now showing a fairly satisfactory busi- 
pess and is in a position to handie the increased 
business which will come with better times and 
to make from that inerease a handsome profit.” 

The people who are connected with the Straw- 
board company are not taking a hopeful view of 
the outlook. Prices are stil! down toa point 
where there isno profit whatever in the busi- 
ness, it is admitted, and there seems to be no im- 
mediate prospect of organizing the producers so 
as to advance prices. Some of the new mills 
that were built two orthree years ago are able 
to manufacture the product at quite aslowa 
cost as can the American Strawboard company, 
and aay attempt to force these new miils into 
the combination with the ciub of low prices is a 
good deal the same as it is in the brewery sit- 
uation, where the new breweries are able to pro- 
duce a product cheaper than can the combined 
concerns. The American Strawboard company is 
holding its proportion of the total trade, but the 
demand is exceedingly unsatisfactory and the 
outiook is generally not at all bright. 

A large holder of Alley Elevated securities 
draws a rather significant comparison between 
the traffic of the elevated road and of the City 
Railway company. Hesays that the City Rail- 
way, in spite of the fact that its equipment has 
been greatly improved by the adoption of elec- 
tricity, is showing no gain over the business of 
last year, while the elevated road, with its 
facilities remaini exactly the same as they 
were a year ago, is showing an increase of 12 per 
cent in traffic. This is taken as a certain indica- 
tion that business is buiiding up rapidly along 
the line of the elevated railroad and that that 
mode of travel is becoming more popular. 

‘‘If l represented a majority of the stock of 
the Alley Elevated railroad,” said A. O. Slaugh- 
ter yesterday. “there would be no default on in- 
terest Aprill, and not as long as there are 
$2,000,000 of bonds in thé treasury and $50,000 
cash on band coming from net earnings. If the 
management of the Alley L road was not dominat- 
ed by City railway interests the situation would 
bea very different one. If | was running thefA:ley 
road | would pay iess attention to down-town 
loop; more attention to southern extensions, The 
first thine I would do would be to fund where the 
Alley Elevated road comes into competition with 
the Vity railway. The ‘stations. seem to be de- 
signed in the worst possible way. it is like 
mountain clingbing getting up into them.

ILLINOIS LAW PROHIBITS REBAT- 


ING OF LIFE PREMIUMS, 


Comp ‘ny Violating the Statute Liable toa 
Fine of from $500 to $1,000 and Revo- 
eation of License=Text of the Law= 
Underwriters to Distaqgs Taking Off of 


Outlying Preferred Kites=Live Stock 
Company Goes Out of Business=Ge xer- 


al Insarance Notes. 

The giving of a rebate.by a life insurance 
company is a violation of the law of the State 
of Illinois. Under-the statutes of this State it 
is expressly stated no company doing busi- 
ness within the limits of the State shall make 
or permit any distinction of discrimination 
bet ween insurants of the same class and equal 
expectation of life in its established rate, A 
violation of this law is. punishabie by a fine 
of not less than $500 nor more than $1,000, 
and in addition it becomes the duty of the 
Auditor upon conviction for violation to at 
once revoke the authority of the company to 
do business in the State. The. law provides 
the agent of the company as well as the com- 
pany itself shall be fiable for failure to obey 
this law. 

The case mentioned in Tue Trisune yester- 
day, where the MutualfReserve Fund Life \o- 
surance company of New York wrote $3Q,- 
000 of insurance for a man in Chicago for 
which absolutely no charge was made, comes 
within the meaning of this Jaw in the opinion 
of many insurance men. If the Mutua! Re- 
serve gave these same terms to every oue of 
its subscribers or members or policyholders 
it would not be liabie under the particular 
provision of the law mentioned. There is, 
however, another provision in the same sec- 
tion which says a cotmpany shall not pay or 
allowany rebate of premium or any spécial 
favor er advantage in the dividends. 

E. P. Barry, manager of the Mutual Reserve 
Fund, took exceptions to the statements 
made in THe Trrpune yesterday, He said 
the statement was not correct that a -policy 
written as described in the article in qyestion, 


but -which had not been delivered, was in’ 


force. Other insurance men, however, hold 
different views. Fire insurance applies 
whether the policy has been delivered, even if 
it has-not been written. As soon as.it is ac- 
cepted by the company, even though the pre- 
mium has not heen paid, should fire oecur 
the company would be liable fcr the loss in 
roportion to the risk assumed by the policy. 
This, in the opinion of the majority of insur- 
ance men, appties also to life policies. The 
Mutual Reserve, however, wrote policies for 
$30,000 for the person in. question’ in -De- 
cem ber, 1898, and these policies were deliv- 
ered accompanied by a receipt -for $240 
when no money had been paid. That insur- 
ance applied whether the other did or not. 


What the Law Say«. 
The anti-rebate law of Illinois is as follows: 


Be it enacted, etc., that no life insurance com- 
pany or association organized under the laws of 
this State, or doing business within the limits of 
the same, shall make or permit any distinction 
or digcriminations between insuraats of the same 
class and equal expectation of life, in its estab- 
lished rates: nor in the charging, coilecting, 
demanding, or receiving of the amaunt of pre- 
mium for insurarts of the same class and equal 
expectation of life; nor in the return ratably of 
premiums, dividends, or other benefits accrcing 
or that may accrue, to such insuragts as afore- 
said, nor in the terms and conditions of the con- 
tracts between such company and the insurants; 
and such contract “of insurants shall 
fully and wholly expressed and contained in the 
policy issued and the application therefor; nor 
shall any such company or its agent pay or 
allow or offer to pay or allow to any persou in- 
sured any special rebate of premium, or any spe- 
cial favor or advantage in the dividends or other 
benefits to accrue on such policy, or to promise 
the same to any person as inducement to insure, 
or promise te give any advantage or valuable 
consideration whatever not expressed or specified 
in the policy of such company. 

If any such life insurance company or associa- 
tion, its agent or agents, as aforesaid, shall make 
any unjust discriminations, as enumerated in 
Sec. 1 of this act the same shall be deemed guilty 
of having violated the provisions of this act and 
upon conviction thereof shall be dealt with as 
hereinafter peared. 

Any such lifeginsurance company or association 
which shall transact its business in this State in 
violation of the provisions of this act shall, to- 
gether with the agent or agents so unlawfully 
transacting such business, jointly and severally, 
be subject to a penaity of not less than five hun- 
dred dollars ($500) nor more than one thousand 
dollars ($1,000), to be sued for and recovered in 
the name of the people of the State of Illinois 
by the State’s-Attorney of the county in which 
such agent or agents may reside ur in the county 
in which the offense is committed. One-haif of 
said penalty, when recovered, shall be paid into 


_ the treasury of the said county, the other haif to 


the informer of such violation. And it is hereby 
made the duty of the Auditor of Public Accounts 
upon conviction had as aforesaid, or penalty re- 
covered against any such company or agént 
thereof, for any violation of this act at once to 
revoke, cancel, and annul the certificates of 
authority issued to any such agent by the Auditor 
of Public Accounts. 

The provisions of this act slrail not be con- 
strued to apply to fraternal associations dis- 
pensing aid or benefits to members or their heirs 
qr iegal representatives,

@pponents of the Scheme Invite the Coun- 
cil Committee on Railroad: to Look 
Over the Proposed Route=Projectors 
of the Road Discover the Plet and In- 
vite the Whole Council to Go on a 
Junket=—Both Parties to Leave Today 
at the Same Hoar. 


To a discriminating person a Chicago com- 
mon Councilman may not be an ideal guest, 
but there are two willing hosts bidding for 
his presence and that of his fellow today at a 
feast in South Chicago. The citizens of that 
suburb who don’t want a railroad planted 
where it will cut them off from the fresh air 
of the’ lake front have issued one invitation 


and the promoters of the road have sent out 
the other. 

The story of the ordinance the Illinois 
Steel company wants passed that ir may 
build the Calumet ang Blue Island railread 
along the lake shore and a branch of it in a 
southwesterly direction was told in Tue 
TRIBUNE Sunday. The measure went before 
the Courcil Com mittee on Railroads Monday 
and there the presence of a big crowd of 
South Chicagoans, with as big a protest 
against a favorable recommendation, made 
the members of the committee postpone the 
consideration of the matter for a week.

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THE CONTEST FOR THE MAYORALTY. 
The supporters of George B. Swift have 
every reason to be satisfied with the situation. 
The indications all are that two weeks hence 
he will be carried by a triumphant majority 
into an office to which he was really elected 
nearly a year and ahalf ago. But this time 
the majority will be eo large that fraud can- 
not sWeep itaway. Those peculiar methods 
which did so much for Hopkins will accom- 
plish nothing forfhis substitute, Wenter. 

The attendance at the Swift meetings is 
gratifyingly large. The manner in which the 
candidate is welcomed at them shows how 
strongly the feelings of the people are en- 
listed on his side. They see in him not mere- 
ly the man who was cheated out of an office 
and who has claims Yo their support on that 
ground, but a man whose thorough acquaint- 
ance with municipal affairs wili enabie him 
to make the best of Mayors and to carry out 
intelligently the reforms in the administra- 
tion of city affairs which are demanded by 
the voters. 

Fifteen months ago Mr. Swift asked the 
He got asmall ma- 
jority of them on his record. He has done 
nothing to make him lose his old supporters, 
and will get next month the votes of a great 
many of those who voted against-him then. 
‘hey were gulled then by the *‘ Democratic 
reform’ song-and-dance act in which Hop- 
kins was the star performer, and they are not 
to be taken in again. There is a new per- 
former this time named Wenter. But he is 
making the same old: pledges which Hopkins 
made and broke.

It is a little cheeky for any Democrat, 
especially one whose nomination is indorsed 
‘‘approved, J. P. Hopkins,’’ to come before 
citizens who have had painful experiences of 
Hopkinsism for a year and a quarter, and ask 
them for their votes. The persistent employ- 
ment of the police force and of other city 
employés for political purposes, the assign- 
ment of these employés to duty at the polls 
to keep Republicans from voting, and the con- 
tinued assessment of men in the city’s service 
to build up a great corruption fund, are 
features of the present administration which 
add to the unwilingness of the voters to 
grant it a longer lease of power. 

The business-meno are all for Swift. They 
want low taxes and they want the revenues of 
the city to be handled by the man who can 
get the best results with them. Conseauently 
they ure for Swift. They know that Wenter 
was a member of the Board of Education for 
some years. Possibly they would sign a peti- 
tion for him if he wanted to get back there. 
But while he knows something about schools 
he knows nothing about the duties of a Mayor. 

Mr. Wenter is at presenta member of the 
Drainage Board. When his term expires this 
fall the businéss-men may feel inclined to re- 
elect him. for they are ready to admit he 
knows something about ditch-diggmg on a 
gtand ecale. But as compared with Swift he 
knows nothing about municipal affairs, and it 
would take him months unassisted to learn 
the business. It is true that if elected he 
would have the benefit of Hopkins’ instruc- 
tions, but that is just the reason why so many 
men will vote against Wenter. 

All the signs point to Swift's election, but 
that is ne excuse for neglecting necessary pre- 
cautions or letting up in campaign work. 
Nothing should be left »undone to roll upa 
majority as large as that of last fall, far be- 
yond the reach of any frauds the Democrats 
may attempt. Two weeks more of steady 
work is all that is required to get for the city 
a first-class business administration for two 
years to come. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM BILL. 

Yesterday Gov. Altgeid sent a message to 
the Senate relative to the civil service reform 
bill, He says that there is imperative need of 
it in Chicago, but that there are 250 towns 
having over 1,000 inhabitants outside of Chi- 
cago, all of which could accept the provis- 
ions of this bill and thus create over 1,200 
salaried officers, costing a million dollars a 
year. While the measure will not go into 
force in any city unless the people so vote, 
yet “experience shows that no office is al- 
lowed to remain vacant long.” and the Gov- 
ernor fears the iust for office would lead to 
the creation of-civil..service commissions in 
many places where-not needed, and where if 
needed there would be s6 little work that sal. 
aries should not and need not be paid. The 
message closes thus : :

Inasmuch as a final veto might jeopardize the 
ultimate passage of the bill, I have ventured to 
thus direct your attentiop to this matter at this 
stage in order that there may be no unnecessary 
delay in the passage of the bill in case it should 
meet our approval. 

This was "a pretty strong intimation that 
the bill would be vetoed if not amended to 
meet the views of the Governor, Neverthe- 
less after: sundry amendments designed to 
meet the Governor's objections had been voted 
down the bill was ordered to a third reading 
by a vote of yeas 34, nays 5. Probably the 
bill will get the same vote when it comes up 
for final passage. 

The bill got just enough votes to pass it 
over a veto, but it is not certain that it would 


get that many if the Governor were to carrv 


out his implied threat. There is reason to 
fear that a few of the men who voted for the 
measure yesterday did so in the hope ofa 
veto and of the hindrance which it would 
place in the way of the passage of the bill. It 
would makeit impossible to get the measure 
through in time for the spring election and 
might even prevent its passage at this session. 

It is to be hoped that the Governor will 
dieappoint those Senators who have been 
talking against civil service reform and yet. 

oddly enough, voted for it yesterday after the 
Governor's message had been read. The Gov- 
ernor can afford to waive his obje¢tions and 
sign the bill. His suggestion that salaries be 
nominal in the small towrs is not a bad one, 
but only a few places if any outside Chicago 
and some of the second-class cities will be in 
any haste to adopt this measure during the 
next two years, Chicago, however, as he ad- 
mits, is in immediate need of it.

As one deeply interested in the 
New Woman she has volunteered some excel- 
lent advice as to the female styie of dress. 
She condémns the present long skirt, because 
it is too heavy, too cumbersome, too nasty, 
and too unhealthy.. She indorses knee skirts, 
because the sweeping skirts collect microbes 
and the filth of the streets and spread disease. 
Thus far Dr. Stevenson is right. The woman 
who can drag her skirts through the street 
filth accumulated by the Hopkins adiminisira- 
tion is wedded to fashion at the cost of self- 
respect. 

While heartily indorsing Dr. Stevenson so 
far as her suggestions concern the dress of 
the Coming Woman, Tue Trrsune views with 
considerable apprehension the fact that the 
doctor proposes to regulate the costume of 
the Going Man. She says: 

There 1s not a single graceful line in masculine 
attire. For my part! believe men would look 
better if they wore skirts. In fact, men did 
wear skirts in the long ago. When men wear 
short skirts on the stage how much more grace- 
ful they appear. In fact, I think a change in 
men’s attire is to be commended, and nothing 
would be more graceful for evening. wear than 
knee breeches. Harriet Hosmer calis our statues 
“betrousered obituaries,’ and I think she is 
about right. In England the deans wear knee 
trousers and buckles. 

While all the world recognizes that the 
New Woman is coming forward with great 
rapidity and is expediting her progress, this 
is the first time that one of her advocates has 
made the admission that the forward move- 
ment of woman is to be accomplished at the 
cost of the backward movement of man and 
that as woman gradually goes into breeches 
man must get out of them and into petti- 
coats. If this be so, then itis high time for 
men to cail a halt and carefully to scrutinize 
the campaign of the New Woman with the 
purpose of ascertaining where they them- 
selves are at. If the evolution of woman to 
her higher sphere of influence and work can 
only be accomplished by masculine retro- 
gression, if man must go into skirts in order 
that woman can go into breeches—or pants, 
as Dr. Thomas would call them —then it is 
time for man to make his stand anid perish, if 
need besin the cause of pvifurcation. No one 
now antagonizes the forward female move- 
ment, no one is churlish enough to wish it 
anything but well, but if men are to be caged 
in skirts in order that women may push on 
their new reform then there will be a sudde# 
reversal of masculine sentiment. Men will 
lose allsympathy with the New Woman and 
they wil! fight till the last armed foe expires, 
every last man of them, rather than go into 
skirts. 

Dr. Stevenson is somewhat vague, however, 
as to what she means by skirts. She speaks 
of the stage. It may be that she bas seen fe- 
male impersonators in the minstrel profes- 
sion and been charmed with their appear- 
ance, but what sort of a figure would Leoz or 
Emerson have cut on the street in their stage 
attire? Richelieu disports himself on the 
stage in a flowing skirt, but Dr, Stevenson 
herself would send him to the Detention Asy- 
lum if she found him on the North Side in 
that style of dress. The superpumeraries of 
the stage, both dramatic and operatic, are 
frequently called upon to appear as court at- 
tendants, or Greek slaves, or Oriental camp 
followers in skirts of various lengths, but 
they always wear a tired, draggled out, hang- 
dog expression, sing or speak theie few words 
as if they were disgusted with life and not 
sure of their wages, and generally are not 
pretty things to look at. If they should ap- 
pear upon the streets in such costume even 
the dogs would chase them, The dignified 

+ members of the Supreme Court wear long 
skirte, but Chief Justice Fuller does not 
Parade up and down Pennsylvania avenue in 
them. Scotchmen on festal days are given to 
very abbreviated skirts and very bare legs, 
but if the community should adopt the fash- 
ion its only result would be immensely to in. 
crease the business of the profession of which 
Dr. Stevenson is an honored and useful 
mem ber. P 

But why pursue the painful subject further? 
Dr. Stevenson was asked the point blank 
question, “If you approve of a knee skirt 
why don’t you wear one?’ to which she re- 
plied, **It is simply for lack»of courage.” If 
the Commmg Woman has not the courage of 
her convictions, how can she expect man, the 
weaker vessel, to muster boldness enough to 

go into skirts even if he wished’ to do so— 
which he Gees not by a large majority. 


“GAMBLING” IN STOCKS AND PRODUCE. 
Judge Tuley has ruled that a certain dealing 
in stocks in this city was a gambling transac- 
tion, within the letter and the spirit of the 
statute, The. stock was bought on margins 
Geposited with the brokerage firm, which 
called for more margins when the property 
declined in price, and as tiwse were not forth- 
coming the securities were sold out, It was not 
claimed that the broker firm -had not bought 
the stock, but the court held the client of the 
firm did not have the means to pay for the 
stock and was not expected to take ‘and pay 
for it, the understanding bemg that the firm 
was only to account to its customer for the 
profit or loss on the transaction. This fact 
constituted it a gambling deal. | 
No one who is familiar with the facts can 
deny that a large percentage of the “ trading” 
on our Board of Trade and Stock Exchange 
is of this character. Under the rules of both 
those institutions all sales made must be fol- 
lowed by delivery of the property to the pur- 
chaser, and full payment by him, unless the 


}transaction be offset by another made pre- 


viously or subsequently. A great many of 
these cancellations are made, the broker in 
the one case or the commission man in the 
other, buying back what he has sold in time 
| to obviate the necessity of delivering on the 
first transaction and vice versa. The rules 
are so framed as to provide as far as possible 
that all “trading” under them shall 
be bona fide buying and selling. But 
the cancellation performed in prac. 
tice undoubtedly covers a vast amount 
of mere betting on prices by mem- 
bers of the board or the exchange, and there 
PS netins in the rules that can | 
receiving orders from customers the un- 
derstanding with whom is that

ket, and that percentage. or “* margin,”’ is the 
amount of * protection *' accorded to the firm 
executing thé order. If no stipulation be 
made as to the extent of loss permitted the 
customer is called on for more “ margins ”’ 
in case the “ deal "’ goes against him so far as 
to exhaust the original deposit. If he*fails to 
respond the property is sold out or bought in, 
as the case may be, the loss is made good out 


of the deposit, and the balance, if any, is re- 


turne’ to the speculator. 

Not infrequently the amount of possible 
loss 1s limited by agreement to the sum de- 
posited when the order is given. The firm ex- 
ecuting it undertakes to cancel the transac- 
tion when the deposit is exhausted or stand 
whatever additional loss may be incurred 
through inability to get out in time, This is 
out-and-out gambling, and if the person or 
firm who takes the “order” assumes ail the 
risk by accepting the bets made by his cus- 
tomers without trading for them, the method 
becomes that of the bucket-shop, simple if 
not *‘pure.”” There are thus three steps in 
the scale. The first is the only one as to the 
character of which there needs be any ques- 
tion. To that class of “‘step”’ belongs the 
transaction which was passed on by Judge 
Tuley, who declared it to be a gambling one. 

But it is not true, as seems to be supposed 
by many persons, that ail the “trading” in 
stocks and produce that is performed on 
margins is gambling. Very few of those who 
actually buy grain and live stock to use or 
sell again to actual consumers have money 
enough to be able to pay for all of it ‘down 
on the nail,’”’ nor is it necessary they should 
do that. They have the cash with which to 
pay a part of the price, and payment of the 
rest is guaranteed by the property itself, 
which is pledged while in store or drawn 
against while in transit. The capital of the 
buyer is his ** margin,” and it is used as such 
whether the person from whom he pur- 
chases trusts him for the remainder or the 
money to pay the first selier be  bor- 
rowed from a bank. The same  prin- 
ciple governs in many other lines of busi- 
ness. In fact, it is the essence of modern 
trade, manufacturing, and commerce to use 
the capital of the person or firm as margin 
while by far the greater pari of the value of 
the property handled is represented by some 
kind of credit. And it yet has to be proved 
that the buying and selling of stocks and 
produce on margin is necessarily detrimental 
to the interests of the community, or that it 
is not just as legitimate as is the purchase of 
a piece of real estate on a 25 per cent mar- 
gin,.the buyer not expecting to occupy the 
property himself, but hoping for a chance to 
sell it out to some one else at a profit. The 
subject is too comprehensive and too much 
involved to be judged justly in arbitrary 
fashion. It hardly will do to assert that a 
man ought not be allowed to transact busi- 
ness on credit,

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THE JUVENILE FEMALE OFFENDERS. 

The investigation ot the affairs of the Home 
for Juvenile Female Offenders by a commit- 
tee of the Legislature leaves no doubt as to the 
frightful extravagance of the management. 
According to the figuring of one of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors the cost per 
capita on a basis of eighteen girls has been 
$568 a year, or nearly eleven dollars a week. 
Of course the proportionate expense of the 
inmates of the institution increases as the 
number of inmates decreases, but on the oasis 
of eighteen girls there has been a frantic 
waste of money. There has been more squan- 
dered on these girls thaa the great majority 
of decent working girls are able to get for a 
week's hard work. If a’ board cannot be ob- 
tained which has some regard for economy it 
will be better to close the institution and let 
these unreformed girls slide. 

It appears that the reformatory started busi- 
ness with a job lot of reprobates given by an- 
other institution. Not one of them as far as 
is known has been reformed. It isstated also 
that of the different inmates only four have 
been committed by a court of record in the 
manner required by the law, and it has been 
intimated that all the others have been in the 
home without warrant of law, and were un- 
constitutionally deprived of their liberty. It 
looks much as if there was great eagerness to 
embark on the work of reforming and inci- 
dentally of spending the appropriation. 

Unless a more harmonious board and bet- 
ter discipline can be secured, no harm will be 
done by closing this institution. The money 
expended by it last year seems to have done 
no good. The State could have used that 
money for other reform work in a way which 
would have done good. Unless it i certain 
that this wasteful management will cease, the 
money which ‘would have been appropriated 
for the support of seemingly incorrigible 
female offenders during the next fiscal year 
should be devoted to some other purpose.

WOMAN ON THESTAGE. 


THE OURTAIN RISES UPON SOME NEW 
SOENES IN THE DRAMA. 


Welcome Signs That the Long Divorce of 

"the Stage from Literature Is Reaching 
Its Term=<Able Dramatists Have Taken 
Hold of the ‘‘New Woman "=None of 
Them Have So Far Dealt Fairly by 
Her, It Is Trae, bat the Signs of the 
Times Are Encouraging: 


If the function of the drama be indeed to 
hold the mirror up to nature and show the 
very age and body of the time, his form and 
pressure, then hasthe British drama been a 
notorious sluggard, says the Cosmopolitan. 
The relations of our stage with reality have 
been limited to the topical irrelevance of the 
burlesque and the comic opera, wherein the 
inhabitants of coral strands and palm groves, 
clad in pinky tights, criticise the latest enact- 
ments of the House of Commons, or denounce 
in melodic chorus the newest fad of the Sab- 
batarian Society. But a change has come 
over the spirit of the scene, and the things and 
the problems of today are beginning to in- 
vade the serious stage. This is a welcome 
sign that the long divorce of the stage from 
literature is reaching its term; for no stage is 
really alive that’does not vibrate to the mul- 
titudinous magnetism of the contemporary. 
Books have been the only sensitive media in 
which the waves of thought and emotion have 
found registration. Not that the topical is 
the highest form of art; the artist has to ex- 
press his agé, not his day, and it is only when 
contemporary humors are caught in the 
amber of style that the humorist has a chance 
of surviving the humors. Still, in the absence 
of.dramatists who express their age, it is 
better that dramatists should express their 
day than express the day before yesterday. 

So stereotyped is the tradition of the stage 
that it takes almost half a century longer for 
a new type to get into a play than into a book, 
but the stage is picking up fast, and in exhib- 
iting to us what is called “the new woman,”’ 


Our trinity of ty Pave og has now the mat- 
terin hand. Mr. Pinero’s contribution to the 
subject of the new sex may be dismissed as 


of ‘** The Amazons,”’ who were attired as men 
by their masculine mother, but who could not 
shake off their femininity, was merely in- 
tended to divert, even though there was a 
spice of philosophy to season the fun. More 
purposeful. is Mr. Sydney Grundy’s 
comedy, devoted, even in title, to 
“The New Woman,” while the latest pro- 
duction of Mr. Henry Arthur Jones,‘*‘ The Case 
of Rebellious Susan,”’ tackles the matrimonial 
problem in the new light, or the new dark- 
ness, thrown upon it by the alleged new de- 
mand for equality on the part of the so-called 
‘‘new woman.” But it cannot be said that 
either of these dramatists has dealt fairly by 
this new type. Both have taken a side, and 
that side man’s. ‘Theirs is cartoon “humor, 
the one-sided humor of the fighter, not tne 
real humor which is the smile in the eyes of 
wisdom, Satire is a great —_— for the 
correction of the extravagances of humanity, 
and itis perhaps necessary for the lords of 
creation to laugh at the vaporings of the re- 
volted iadies, and to point out ungently but 
firmiy that theirs is aj rebellion less against 
man than against nature; but the real * new 
woman’”’ has not yet made her appearance on 
the boards, 


The Care of Silver Plate. 
Connoisseurs of silver plate will tell you it 
often suffers from overpolishing, while the aver- 


age British householder will say it cannot be 


powdered and leathered too often. You may de- 
pend upon it the expert in this instance is right. 
Too much polishing not only injures its surface, 
but makes it look like an absolutely new article 
just sent home from the silversmiths. One of 
the best known connoisseurs would never have 
certain of his bits of plate—which had an artistic 
and antiquarian value—touched, and very beau- 
tiful were the tints of orange and purple and 
green, and flitting tints of prismatic hues 
they eventually assumed.

REAL ESTATE MEN OBJECT TO DREYER. 


May Have to Act Officially in a Private 
Lund Speculation, 

Much has been said about Democratic head- 
quarters regarding the selection of E. S. 
Dreyer as the candidate for Assessor in the 
Town of Lake View. In the opinion of Sec- 
retary Burke the nomination of Mr. Dreyer 
covers a, multitude of the sing of omission and 
commission of the tail of the machine that is 
now attempting to wag the whole thing. Mr. 
Dreyer is being played for a business-man, a 
novice in politics, and a lot of other features 
that Secretary Burke apparently thinks will 
take with the people of Lake View.

Dreyer as Assessor is raised by real estate 
men who have watched the movement to sell 
to the State a tract of land just north of Lin- 
coln Park now owned by a syndicate. Mr. 
Dreyer, it is said, is interested in the syndic- 
ate. The property takes in the iots upon 
which Mr. Dreyer’s house stands at. Lake 
View avenue and Diversey avenue, The prop- 
erty is east of the drive north of Diversey 
avenue and extends to Belmonteavenue, being 
a triangular piece. The syndicate wants the 
State to pay $1,800,000 for this property, 
and its annexation to the parkehas been ag!- 
tated for some time, The point is raised that 
Mr. Dreyer should not be elected, as he will 
have to act in his official capacity in making 
the transfer should the dea! go through as 
well as be privately interested. 

Under the statute the Town Assessor and 
Supervisor are the only officials who can 
authorize the Park Commissioners to spread 
the assessment to raise the money to pay for 
the property. The charge is not made that 
Mr. Dreyer is seeking the office on account of 
any advantage it might be to the syndicate to 
have him Assessor, but it is claimed by some 
of the rea! estate men in Lake View that it is 
unwise to piace him in a position where his 
own interests and those of the State are in 
conflict. ‘ 

Mr, Dreyer's campaign has been coupled to 
a so-called reform movement. Secretary 
Burke is trying to make the voters believe 
the people of Lake View need a reform As- 
sessor, and that Mr. Dreyer is just the man. 
The fact is, Mr. Dreyer, for years, has not 
only supported Mr. Pease, but has advocated 
his election.

ADD MANY NEW NAMES 


REGISTRATION LISTS ARE SWELLED 
BY THE DAY'S WORK. 


Republicans Are Convinced the Additions 
Will Tend te Greatly Increase Swift's 
Plurality=In the First Ward There Are 
Crowds of Lodging-House Residents 
Who Get Their Names on the Rolls in 
the Intere«t of “‘Hinky Dink” =—How 
the Other Wards Show Up. 


If the registration yesterday may be con; 
sidered from the same standpoint as the 
registration preceding the November election 
George B. Swift may carry ths city with an 
increased majority. The party leaders for 
some reason did not expect a heavy registra: 
tion, but reports received last night indicated 
the number of names placed on the registry 
books would exceed the number registered 
either two years ago or preceding the special 
Mayoralty election in December, 1893, 

Preceding the April election in 1893 there 
were 35,363 and in December, 18938, there 
were 56,985 names placed on the books,

Reports from remote wards seem to indi- 
cate a light registration, while wards closer to 
the business center raised the average. In 
some localities the registration was unusually 
heavy fur a spring election. Wards like the 
Twentieth averaged up about twenty-five 
names to a precinct. The Eleventh Ward 
registered over 1,800 names, and it is claimed 
80 per cent of them represent Republican 
voters, Apparently little atternpt wus made to 
stuff the registries in the river precincts of 
the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, 
where fraud has been heretofore practiced. 

Neither of the organizations of the two 
leading political parties made an extra effort 
to get out the unregistered vote, althouga the 
Republicans gave the matter more attention 
than the Democrats. The city employés on 
the Democratic side gave the matter their per- 
sonal attention. Each clerk was expected to 
do somethi in this line in the ward in 
which he lived,

total number in November, 1894, was 344,- 
542. The latter figures include the women. 

The way in which *Hinky Dink” Kenna 
and ‘* Bath-House ”’ John Coughlin registered 
alleged voters in the First Ward equaled any- 
thing of the kind attempted in recent years. 
It was done with so much boldness, too, that 
some of the judges and clerks were outspoken 
last night in condemnation of the proceed- 
ing. 

* But,” said a judge at the Seventh Precinct 
polling booth, No, 15 Plymouth piace, ** what 
could we do when they came in here and took 
the required oath? We simply had to register 
them. They came over here from the :odg- 
ing-houses of State and Clark streets in 
droves,” 

Returns from the entire ward were not 
made last night. The Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, Twelfth, and Twentieth Precincts are, 
for a population of lodging-house bums, the 
worst in the ward. The registration in the 
precincts was as follows: Sixth, 141; 
Seventh, 206; Eighth, 200; Ninth, ** Hinky 
Dink’s”’ precinct, 298; Twelfth, estimated, 
175; and Twentieth, estimated, 250. The 
Fifth Precinct, which is more than half as 
large as ail the others combined, only turned 
out fifty-eight. 


May Have Their Names Removed. 


Kenna and his manager were going from 
one lodging-house to another all day hustling 
out the gangs of tramps and bums and get- 
ting them in line at the places of registration, 
There are serious doubts about a great many 
of those registered being abie to keep their 
names on the list. In fact,some of the 
judges and clerks said they were satisfied 
fully half the names in the precincts south of 
+ —- street would be found to be fraudu- 

ent. 

The charge is made money was offered cer- 
tain judges in three or four of the toughest 
precincts to shut their eyes and overlook the 
frauds. It was also said warrants would 
probably be sworn out before the end of the 
week for the arrest of a number of fellows 
who made oath to being legai voters. 

Returns from thirteen precincts in the 
Eighteenth Ward showed 2.007 new voters 
registered. This would indicate an increase 
of 3,000 votes in the entire ward.

At the Rogers head- 
quarters and at Republican club headquarters, 
No. 151 West Madison street, Republicans 
were claiming the ward hy 500 majority. 
The Republicans are sure when the canvass is 
made they can find 2,000 illegal registrations. 
especially in the lodging-house districts. Of 
this number fully 1,500 are said to be Demo- 
cratic voters. | 

In the North Side wards the registration 
was heavier than had been anticipated, {t 
seemed iargely Repuvlican, as the absence of 
Democratic committeemen around the places 
of registration was marked, particularly in 
the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards. 
The tsual workers were generally absent, and 
when present did not take much interest in 
bringing out voters, The Republicans, 
on the contrary, were exceeding- 
ly alert, and kept drumming up 
recruits until the registration was closed. 
There were no complaints at the headquar- 
ters in either ward last night against any 
inrush of fraudulent names. Reports from 
the followmg precincts in the Twenty-fourth 
Ward were received at headquarters: First.

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“FRIEND OF HIGH BIDS 


OANDIDATE WENTER’S METHOD IN 


LETTING OONTRAOTS. 


His Action on the Ones for Section 
No. 1 of the Drainage Channel Show 
That Instead of Letting Them to 
the Lowest Bidder, n« Required br Law, 
the Opposite Methed Was Favored by 
the Man Who Poses as a Political Ke- 
former in This Cam paign. 


As Frank Wenter is posing asa reformer, and 
as one of the commonest sources of corrup- 
tion in the city government is in the letting 
of contracts the public will be interested in 
some of Mr. Wenter’s history in regard to 
contracts, on the drainage canal. He has re- 
peatedly referred to his manageinent of the 
canal enterprise as aspecimen of what he 
would do if he were Mayor. After one has 
been intormed or reminded of the way he let 
Contracts on the canal it will not seem de- 
sirable that similar methods be adopted in 
the city government. 

In letting the contract for Sec. 1 of. the 
canal, which is the first mile south of Willow 
Spring’, the trustees of the Sanitary District 
were unfortunate in the first place. work 
was let to Alfred Harlev, who, after doing ail 
that was easy on the section and getting paiu 
for it pro rata, * lay down” on his joo, 
forfeited his contract. The next thing for 
the board to do was to find a new contractor 
to finish the work. Bids were solicited in the 
usual way, and when the bids were closed 
there were four purties competing for ‘the 
coatract. These perties and their bids were as 
follows:

Under these circumstances it is easy to 
point out the proper course for the board to 
pursue. Ifthe contract had been a city con- 
tract, every one knows what would have been 
expected of the city officials—to let the con- 
tract to the lowest bidder; and if they had 
not done so they would have raised a storm 
about their ears. But Mr, Wenter’s idea was 
that a contract should be let to the highest 
bidder, For inscrutable reasons the major- 
ity of the board determined to let this con- 
tract, not to the lowest bidder, nor to the 
next highér bidder. nor the one next to him. 
but the highest of all. This action was taken 
May 24, and Griffiths & McDermott were 
Sy their price for doing work which the 

ay & Purington company had offered to do 
for $1.201,037; or nearly $100,000 more 
than was necessary, 

The excuse for not awarding the contract to 
the May & Puringtun company or F. J. Me- 
Cain. was that they were not responsible 
parties. (Che same excuse was given in the 
case of Johnson & Bradley, but with icss 
reason. For when the committee charged 
that they were not responsible they brought 
into the committee-room E. F. Goebel, one of 
the oldest and most responsible contractors in 
the city, who claimed to be interested in the 
bid, and who proved that he had at his dis. 

sal more than $500,000 worth of assets. 

ut the committee kicked because they sus- 
pected he had only just then become interest- 
ed in the bid. Then fault was found because 
the bid was too low. The committee wanted 
to know how the company could construct ce- 
ment retaining walls for $1.50 a foot, by 
which they would lose $90,000. 


Objections Are Raised. 


The committee was also scandalized be- 
cause the company charged $2.90 for dry 
rubble wall and only $1.50 for cement wall, 
instead of the reverse, by which it would 
cortainly lose $60,000. The contractors 
said the rates were transposed by a clerical 
error, but rather than lose the contract they 
would abide by it. 

Wenter and his associates refused Johnson 
& Bradiey the contract, and gave it to Grif- 
fiths & McDermott, ata price many thousands 
of dollars higher. 

That Mr. Wenter kept within the law in 
awarding this contract at this exorbitant 
figure to Griffiths & McDermott is not deniea. 
Indeed, when Johnson & Bradley triea to en- 
join the proceeding Judge Tuley decided that 
if they believed as they said they had a right 
to act as they did. But two of the committee 
refused to indorse the action. T two 
were B, A, Eckhart, a Repubiican, and J. J. 
Altpeter, a Laborite. They resisted the thing 
to the end before the committee and then 
brought in a minority report to the board. 
Both reports were read and the majority re- 
port adopted May 23, 1804. 

The minority report recommended that the 
contract be awarded to Johnson & Bradley 
and E, F. Goebel, claiming that by so award- 
ing it the board would save $145,000 of the 
money secured by taxation from the people 
ofthe sanitary district. It contended that 
while only two members of what then con- 
stituted the firm of Johnson & Bradley signed 
the original bid, yet it was understood that 
Goetel was a member of the firm when they 
made the bid, and Johnson & Bradley so 
stated the first time they appeared before the 
Joint Committee on Engineering and Finance. 
[It cited the provisious of the law requiring that 
ail contracts be let to the lowest bidder,in order 
to prevent improvidence and extravagance. 
It denied that the board had had a disastrous 
experience frou. awarding contracts to the 
lowest bidders. On the contrary, it declared 
that the best contractors then on the work had 
been lowest, bidders, The minority report 
was offered as a substitute for the majority 
report, but the motion was lost by a vote of 6 
to 2. 

Whatever may be Mr. Wenter’s defense for 
his action in this case there are many people 
who would like to have him say whether, in 
case he be elected Mayor, he means to have 
the city contrac*s let on this principle—to the 
highest bidder.

Prof. W. H. Holmes, curator of anthropol- 
ogy in the Field Columbian Museum, returned 
yesterday from his voyage of archeological 
@iscovery to Mexico with Allison V. Armour 
anZ ther friends in Mr. Armour’s steam 
yae-t Ituna. It sailed from’ New York Dec. 
16 with Mr. Armour, Prof. Marquand of 
Princeton, and Norman Williams of Chicago. 
It reached Jacksonville. Fia., Dec. 20 and 
took on Prof. Hoimes and Prof. C. F. Milis- 
paugh, curator of botany in the Field Colu:n- 
* bian Museum, It anchoted Dec. 24 at Ha- 
-yana, from which point Mr. Williams re- 
turned to Chicago. 

From Havana, Dec. 26, the company sailed 
direct to Progresso, the port of Yucatan, on 
the northern most point of the peninsula, where 
they were joined by ex-United States Consul 
BE. H. Thompgbdn, who owns a hacienda in the 
vicinity, and who has been for ten years a 
student of Yucatan archzology. The depart- 
ure from Progresso, with the party complete, 
was the commencement of the scientific ex- 


pedition, 
The Firat Trip. 


“‘Qur first trip,’’ said Prof. Holmes. was to 
what are calied the eastern Islands of Cozu- 
mel, Mugeres, and Cortoy, lying along the 
eastern coast of the*peninsula. We were at- 
tracted to the locality, by the fact that travel- 
ers had never visited it before. These islands 
are dotted with the ruins of temples and tem- 

accessories. were occupied when 
the Spaniards came, and the natives possess 
records of the conquest: The inscriptions, 
which are numerous, were made by the 
priests, and have never been decipherec. We 
came in sight of Tuloon, an immense fortress 
on the mainland, but were not permitted to 


land. ; 
* Returning to Progresso we journeyed 
southward to Merida and visited three great 
ruined cities within seventy-five- miles of it. 
These were Uxma! and Chichenitza, the ruined 
temples of which were reproduced at the 
World’s Fair by ex-Consul Thempson and 
izameil. Here we carried our explorations 
and studies farther perhaps than any other 
travelers that ever visited the country. The 
extent of the ruins is something wonderful. 
‘They were found in a boundless tropical forest 
and consisted largely of stone pillars two feet 
in diameter and probably eight feet high. 
Sometimes we saw five rows of them to- 
‘gether. We made a great number of photo- 
phs and sketches. This country is watered 
entirely by wells which connect with subter- 
ranean rivers. The country, though beauti- 
ful, is rocky and barren, and it isa question 
how the population of these im mense ruined 


ze > _ Cities subsisted. 


‘Having returned to Progresso we coasted 
southwe-twardly along the west coast of Yu- 
catan to the adjoining State of Campeche and 
Ve ascended the River 
Usamacinta fifty miles in a river steamer, the 
shallow water not admittixg our yacht, but 
took our steam lJaunch along. Reaching the 
State of Tobasca we ascended a tributary of 
the river as far as our launch could carry us, 
and some miles further in canoes. 


Go on Horseback. 


* Then we took horses and traveled thirty- 
five miles farther, to the base of the mount- 
ains forming the boundary between Mexico 
and Guatemala. Tae object was to visit the 
great ruined city near Paienque, in the midst 
of a dense forest in the State of Chiapas. 
The ruins were all temples and their associate 
buildings and were bas relief sculptures. The 
place has been visited by travelers tefore, but 
- Was unknown to the Spaniards of the con- 
quest. These ruins must be 1,000 years old 
and they contein many features of beauty. 
While we were on this journey our botanist 


met with an accident and returned to this. 


country, 

Returning to Laguna we sailed south and 
west toward Coutzag, from which point we in- 
tended to cross the isthmus by rail to Tehuan- 
tepec. Butin three hours we got caught ina 
norther which was said to be the fiercest ever 
seen in those seas.

“This storm caused us to abandon our 
Tehuantepec trip, and sail for Vera Cruz.

‘Mitia, one of the chief cities of the Zapotecs. 
The distinguishing feature of these ruins is 
the great size of the blocks of stones used. 
They were 18x3x3 feet in size, were quarried 
with stone picks, and brought may miles 
without beasts of burden.

“Returning to Oaxaca we visited the great 
Tuins at ponte Alban, one of the most re- 
markable ruinsin Mexico. Then we visited 
the City of Mexico, and inspected the ancient 
capital of the Aztecs. Finally we journeyed 
twenty-five miles north to see the ruins of 
San Juan Teotihuacan. We then returned to 
Vera Cruz. sailed to Progresso, and ~then 
to New Orleans. There! parted with Mr. 
Armour and returned to Chicago’ by rail. I 
brought little or nothing with me, and secured 
no treasures for the Field Columbian mu- 
seum. I may possibly deliver a course of lect- 
ures there on what I have ecen.”’

The clouds of mystery which have enveloped 
the Ogden gas ordinance begin to break away. 
Since its passage by the City Council imquiry 
has attacked every possible source which 
could contribute information concerning it. 
Investigation has not developed a story com- 
plete in every detail, but it has discovered 
what are said to be the main outlines, and 
these Make up what is possibly one of the 
boldest financial schemes undertaken in Chi- 
cago for years. It is declared the Ogden Gas 
Company is a bona fide concern, organized in 
opposition to the gigantic eapital behind Chi- 
cago gas trust, with a determination to begin 
operations at the earliest moment and to ex- 
pend any amount of money in’ establihing 
itself. Itissaid the grant was given as a 
recom pense for past bad faith with the pro- 
moters. 

The story told of it begins perhaps nearly 
a year back, At that time John W. Lanehart, 
attorney, politician, relative of Gov, Altgeld, 
and, to a certain extent, promoter, conceived 
the idea of embarking in the gas busines; in 
Chicago. He prepared a sweeping ordinance 
and made arrangements to have it introduced 
into the Council. Mr, Lanchart’s political 
influence was brought to bear in the prelim- 
fnaries with such good effect that he had rea- 
eon to think the ordinance would go through 
with a rush, when suddenly an obstacle de- 
veloped. It wasin the shape of a party of 
capitalists who themselves wanted to have a 
try at the gas business. Their representatives, 
who watched what was going on in the Coun- 
cil, found out about Mr. Lanehart’s ordi- 
nance. Manifestly it was too much for even 
the hardened gang members of that body to 
pass two general gas ordinfnces within a few 
days of each other, so one of them had to be 
withdrawn. That oae was Mr, Lanehart’s, 


Universal Is Passed. 


The Universal gas ordinance was passed, 
and while it was being voted on in the Coun- 
cil Mr. Lanehart’s ordinance was in the 
pocket of one of the leading gang Aldermen. 
It staid there, but Lanehart was assured that 
ifihe would wait awhile they would pass an 
ordinance for him, 3 

Thereupon Lanehart went to work to find 
backers. Ina short time he satisfied himself 
that the money could not be had-in Chicago 
and he visited New York. There he found men 
whom it was possibie to convince that there 
was room for a rival gas company todoa 
lucrative business in Chicago, even if the 
price of the fluid was fixed by law at 90 cents. 
Mr. Lanehart urged that it was practicable to 
make gas for 30 cents. A month or six weeks 
ago, as the story gues, he got his new asso- 
viates together in New York and had practi- 
cally completed arrangements so far as ob- 
taining the several millions necessary for the 
enterprise was concerned. 

Who are those associates? This question 
has been asked incessantly. The only light 
thrown upon it in the court proceedings 
egainst the Ogden Gas company by. the rep- 
resentatives of Mr. Lanehart is ‘* tha$ they 
are men of vast wealth and high business 
standing.”’ The story as told yesterday iden- 
tified some of them, for the reports named J. 
and W. Seligman, Wall street bankers, J. 
Kennedy Tod, railroad man and financier, 
and other men who are residents of Philadel- 
phia and,Albany. Their aggregated capital, 
while not equal to that of the Standard Oil 
company, is at least equal to the exigencies 
of the case. 

Reason of the Name. 

Mr. Lanehart then came back to Chicago 
and proceeded to draw up the Ogden gas ordi- 
nance, Many surmises as to the meaning of 
that title have been indulgedin. It is given 
a curious explanation in the stories curreat. 
Mr. Lanehart has made many successful real 
estate operations thruugh a man whose name 
is Ogden. It is not averred that the latter 
was in any way connected with the ordinance, 
but he believed that as luck had followed 
him in dabbling im real estate to which the 
name of Ogden was remotely connected that 
fortune would smile on an enterprise of an- 
other kind if the name ** Ogden”’ were linked 
to it. He reminded his Aldermanic friends 
of their promise to make amends. ‘Ihe polit- 
ical aspects of the case caused the Aidermen 
to say they would stand by his ordinance this 
time, and their work in the Council Chamber. 
shows they kept faith. 

Citizens of Chicago when they read their pa. 
ers next morning learned a new gas ordinance 
ad been given away. It was an old story. 

Buta large number of men interested in gas 
in Chicago by no’ means cast the incident out 
of mind. The Universal Gas company after 
securing its ordinance, instead of tearing up 
the streets in the city to put in mains, turned 
its steps toward the Chicago gas trust. | With- 
ina fewdays the preliminaries of a treaty 
between the Universal Gas company and the 
Chicago gas trust were settied upon. A few 
days later the treaty; made into a contra+t 
drawn by skillful lawyers, was formally 
signed. 
Division of Territory. 

Under its provisions, so it was said, the 
Universal Gas company agreed to keep out 
of the greater part of the City of Chicago, 
and the Chicago gas trust bound itself not 
to invade a certain territory. It also agreed, 
so it is said, to pay the Universal Gas com- 
pany a large sum of money for its ordinance 
and a percentage of the profits which it was 
figured tue Universal Gas company would 
have iwwade had it furnished gas in the busier 
sections of the city. It required little reason- 
ing to see that ifa rival to the Chicago gas 
trust got into the territory which the Univer- 
sal Gas company was to occupy, and from 
which it retired for the consideration afore- 
said, that the Universal Gas company’s profits 
in that particular territory would be material- 
ly cutdown. Hence the Universal Gag inter- 
ests was nearly as much disgusted by the ac- 
tion of the Council on the Ogden gas ordi- 
nance as the Chicago gas trust. 

The story which is here told has reference 
to the proceedings against the Ogden Gas 
ordinance which followed in the courts.

but It Is Stretched to Include Streets 
Not Included in the Ordinance=Prop- 
erty-Owners Protest, but Say They Are 
Helpless to Prevent. 


The North Side Street railroad company is 
constructing an electric trolley line along 
Lincoln avenue from Fullerton avenue to 
Sedgwick street and along Cente? street near- 
ly to Clark. The entire work is being done in 
violation of the law, the property-owners say, 
and they are protesting vigorously but in 
vain. On Center street tle construction of 
the line was interfered with by the shade 
trees, which have made that thoroughfare 
look almost like a continuation of Lincoln 
Park. But Yerkes’ workmen did not care for 
the trees, and whenever a limb interfered 
with a wire the limb came down and the wire 
went up. 

Nearly a year ago Mr. Yerkes induced his 
friends in the City Council to give him the 
right to substitute electric trolley linea for 
the horse cars inp use on part of the North 
Side system. The work of putting in the 
wires on the Lincoln avenue extension and on 
Sheffield avenue and Clark street was rapidly 
pushed and tise cars have been in operation 
for some time. But the work on the streets 
where the **trail’’ cars run was not carried 
on so rapidly. Now it is being done and 
from the foreo of men employed it looks to 
the property-owners as though Mr. Yerkes 
wanted to have it finished before the courts 
could interfere. 


Not Limited to Trail Car Lines. 


Instead of being limited to the lines used 
by the trail cars the trolley wires are being 
strung along Lincoin avenue for more than 
half a mile, a part of the system where cable 
cars are regularly run and where no horse 
cars have been used since the cable was com- 
pleted. There are now two lines of trail-care. 
On one of these the cars run west upon Gar- 
field avenue from Lincoln avenue and back 
on Center street, connecting with the cable at 
Sedgwick street. Om the other line the cars 
run west upon Fullerton avenue and making 
a loop again reach the cable line by way of 
Webster uvenue. Horses have only been 
used to draw these cars around the loops, the 
teams being dropped at Ceater and Sedgwick 
streets and Webster and Lincoln avenues on 
the trip down-town, On the “up” trip 
teams would be waiting to take the cars when 
they were unhitched from the cable train. 

When the trolley ordinance was pending the 
property-owners fought it bitterly, but were 
unable to accomplish anything. In spite of 
their opposition they finaily became recon- 
ciled, thinking wires would only be strung 
along the four streets and that Lincoln av- 
enue would not be interfered with. But of 
late they have discovered their mistake. Some 
weeks ago the street railroad company built 
the trolley lines along the streets where the 
ordinance gave them the right. They did 
nothing toward putting the line in operation 
and the wires remained useless. But bright 
and early Monday mornmg a dozen teams 
drove down Lincoin avenue. At stated inter- 
vals they stopped, and two big iron pusts 
used tu support the trolley wires were dumped 
outin the gutter. Closely followmg these 
teams came other wagons from which sup- 
plies of cement were deposited alongside the 
poles. Then foliowed laborers, who worked 
vigorously under cluse supervision, and by 
night the poles were all in place. 


Made Property-Owners Wonder. 


Property-owners along Lincoln avenue won- 
dered what it all meant, but were too much 
surprised to do anything but wonder. While 
they were figuring on what to do the street 
car company kept on. Wagons were sent out 
late Monday night with gangs of men to 
string wires along the posts. The men were 
kept at work all day yesterday and last night 
their labor was nearly finished. Again the 
property-owners protested, but while they 
were talking the work went on. One busi- 
ness-man objected to the stringing of the 
wires atall. He was overruled by the street 
car company. Then he protested against the 
placing of one of the poles directly in front 
of the door of his store. To this protest 
more heed was given. After much talk and 
many threats he induced the workmen to 
locate the pole one foot south of the site 
selected. But that was the most he could ac- 
complish. The Lincoln avenue property- 
owners have no association to push the mat- 
ter for them, and any fight that is made will 
have to be done by individuals. 

‘*I can’t see how Yerkes can possibly claim 
the rigbt to put electric lines along Lincoln 
avenue,” said Louis Kroth, a tailor at No, 294 
Linco avenue, “He got the right to put 
trolley lines on the horse car streets, but here 
is my store—a block from any of the horse- 
car lines, and yet the trolley line is being 
built directly past my store. And to make it 
worse one of the big iron posts has been 
placed in front.of my door. They were going 
to put it rightin frontof the door, but | pro- 
tested so hard and threatened todo so much 
that the workmen finally agreed to move the 

le one foot south. That was all I could get. 

may go into court about the matter. I 
suppose if I wanted to spend enough money I 
could accomplish something.

erkes seems to get anything he wants in the 
Council and I suppose it’s so everywhere, I 
can’t see where he gets the slightest 
right to build this trolley system. The ordi- 
nance passed last May gave permission to 
operate the trolleys on the horse car lines, 
But this ise a cabie line. For all I know 
he may go to work and put troileys all the 
way down-town. They run horse cars on the 
street at night. and they may make this 
grounds for ciaiming that this is a horse car 
line, and so go to work and put up the trol- 
leys. I don’t know what they willdo, They 
seem to be able to do anything.”’ 

‘“*T have heard a good deai of complaint 
about the buildimg of the trolley line,” said 
P. J. Weber, a real estate man at No. 232 
Lincoln avenue, *“*The people along here 
don’t like it asa rule, but they feel help ess 
in the matter. They have no association, and 
they say that as individuals they cannot af- 
ford to fight the street railroad company. 
have heard of a great deal of complaint, but 
I do not know of any concerted action that is 
to be taken.”’ 

** Yes, there has been some complaint,” said 
J. F. Alles, plumbers’ supplies at Nos. 233 to 
237 Lincoln avenue. “I have heard of a 
number of compiaints, but asfar as I am con- 
cerned I am in favor of electric lines, They 
may not have the legal right to build the 
lines, but I shall not complain. They can do 
all they want to in the buiidimg line.”

OOMBINES OHIO OOAL INTERESTS. 


Final Papers Signed on Behalf of RKRall- 
' yoads and Operators, 

Cotumsus, O., March 19.—Final papers 
consolidating the entire coal interests of all 
the Ohio operators and coal carrying roads 
were finally completed and signed late this 
afternoon, thereby accomplishing what will 
prove one of the greatest factors looking 
towards the return of prosperity of the 
bituminous coal interests of Ohio, This 
means perfect harmony covering the traffic 
of 8,000,000 tons of coal, shipped over seven 
different roads, vomprising a total mileage of 
2,250 miles, and including 150 operators, the 
latter interests employing a force of miners 
to the number of 20,000 men, The competi- 
tion has previously been so pronounced and 
demoralizing that the large consumers, both 
railroads and large manufacturers, assisted 
in the above results by giving the proposition 
their moral support, and all interests agree 
that ends have been attained that will prove 
of benefit directly and indirectly to the entire 
commercial interests of the country.

He has 
from the beginning courted gn investigation 
and has several times asked that he be per- 
mitted to take the stand and be subjected to 
cross-examination by the attorney who has 
been instrumental in having the cnarges. pre- 
sented. Judge Goggin, however, held the 
only evidence against him was the affidavit of 
Halpin, who is 1u jail for contempt of court 
for soliciting a bribe. The Judge didn’t think 
much of such testimony and said there was 
nothing to do but dismiss the charge. 

In the course of the proceedings yesterday 
the affidavit of James Francis Connerty was 
presented by Attorney John F. Waters, in 
which affidavit Connerty swore he went to the 
office of the company during-the trial of the 
Strauss case and toid Redinan, the claim 
agent, he had two men, Halpjn and Gray, on 
the jury and could influence their verdict if 
he was paia for it. The court ordered that an 
attachment be issued for Connerty,. 

Attorney Waters presented the affidavit of 
William W. Witty. He swore Halpin and 
Gray entered the office of Waters in the Ked- 
zie Building March 5 and introduced them.

Pat Crowe, a Noted Crook, Takes Al 
Moore's Life at Denver.

Six years ago he shot Policemen Isaac Winville 
and Fmmett Briscoe, both of the Central Detail, 
in attempting to escape arrest after stealing dia- 
monds owned by a woman called “ Swedish 
Annie."" Crowe was finally captured after an ex. 
citing chase. Both of the officers eventually re- 
covered. Crowe was tried and sentenced to six 
years in the penitentiary. It was afterward al- 
leged he was insane and his release was secured.

SIX OF A ROBBER GANG TAKEN 
AFTER A FLOOD OF BULLETS, 


Battle at Bremen, Ind., in Which a Han- 
dred Citizen: Take Part, but Only One 
Is Irjured=Defense Outlines Iis Case 
in the Bridges Murder Trial a* Terre 
Haute, Ind.—Decisive, Action in the 
Indiana Chautaugqda PrejecteGeneral 
News from the Northwest. 


Bremen, Ind., -March 19,—/[Special. }— 
There was a desperate envounter today witha 
gaug of desperadoes, resulting in the capture 
of six after a sharp fight. 

Jacob Miller, a farmer, was held up by the 
gang at Littleton, a village seven miles north 
of here on the Wabash railroad, and robbed 
of a large sum of money. He traced the rob- 
bers to this city, where a warrant was issued 
for their arrest. Marshal J. C. Kaufman 
with two deputies proceeded tou make the ar- 
rest and found the gang near the Baltimore 
and Ohio depot. In attempting to make the 
arrest the outlaws opened fire on the officers. 

Shots were exchanged rapidly from both 
sides. Citizens with revolvers and shotguns 
8008 came to the rescue of the officers, when 
the gang fired promiscuously into the crowd 
= began retreating their way out of the 
city, 

Marshal Kaufman during the street fight 
came near being shot down, a number of bul- 
lets passing through his hat and clothing. 
Frank Nehr, a United States express driver 
who happened to be driving along the street 
at the time, received a stray bullet through 
his hat, causing a slight scalp wound. 

After an hour’s chase by 100 armed men, 
six of the gang were captured and landed safe- 
ly in the city jail. The juil is being guarded 
tonight to prevent their escape or a lynching. 


PLOT TO GET YOUNG BRIDGES’ MONEY. 


Outline of Defense in the Murder Trial at 
Terre Haute, Ind. , 

Terre Havre, Ind., March 19.—[Spe¢ial.] 
~The prosecution today concluded the i:ntro- 
duction of testimony in the trial of Isaac 
Bridges for the murder of Mrs. Montgomery. 
Attorney Hamill in his outline of the defense 
said it would be proved not only did Mrs.

The 
woman who was with Mrs. Montgomery was 
the same one who was with her the night she 
was assassinated when. returning from the 
theater. She testified for the State she had 
— met Bridges, but knew him by sight 
only,

College Course in Indiana te Be Under 
Prof. J. W., Coutlter’s Direction,

The Governor's messege ‘ollows: 

To-gentlemen of Senate: =a order to prevent 
serious delay I deem it prop®t to call your at- 
tan to House bill 346, entitled ‘‘An act to 
regulate the civil servic> of cities,’ which has 
sed the House, and, as I am advised, is being 
avorably considered by a large number of your 
em body. While there is no special de- 
mand for this bill outside of Chicago, there is 
an imperative néed and an urgent demand for it 
im that great city, but Sec. 18 of this bill con- 
fains provisions which: I feel we cannot in oe 
to taxpayers of State place on the statute books. 
The bili provides for three Commissioners, an 
iner, and a Clerk, being five salaried 
officers in each city which may by vote adopt. 
this act. Under our laws a village having 
over, 1,000 inhabitants can eae a 
city and consequently can adopt this 
civil service act. There are in the State over 
250 towns, outside of Chicago, having over 
1,000 inhabitants. Consequeutly this act 
makes it possible to bring over 1,200 salaried of- 
a into being, which at salaries fixed by Sec. 
8 would require over $1,000.000 annually. It 
ie true that act would not go in force in any town 
or city unless the people adonted it, and it is 
porhaps.also true that in towns having a con- 
servative population, made up mostly of prop- 
erty-owners, it would not be adopted, but it is 
-gafe to say that in towns having a large floating 
vote petitioners would combine and secure its 
-@ ion in order to get salaries. Experience 
has shown that no office is allowed to remain 
vacant long, and experience has also shown that 
wheii aii office has once béen created it almost 
requires aspecial act of previdence to abolish 
it. This objection to the bill can be easily rem- 
edied. Outside of Chicago it would not be nec- 
essary topay any salary atall, as it would be 
only a few days’ time in a year, and many of the

He says if 
Chicago wants the calamity of the Civil Ser- 
ice Board he is satisfied, but he. does not want 
it extended to the other municipalities 
throughout the State. Senator’ Hamer de- 
clares he will not vote for the bill, but the 
chances are he will accede to the wishes of ns 
friends and support it tomorrow. Most of the 
Democrats are opposed to it. C. Porter John- 
son spoke for it today and will vote for it to- 
morrow. It is understood that Niehaus, Hig- 
bee, and two other Democrats have. with 
Johuson, pledged themselves..to vote for the 
bill. It will probably get 35 or 36 votes.. 
Four or five Republican Senators are absent, 
but have been called here by wire. ‘The bill 
will not be made the subject of caucus, be- 
cause by such action it might iu some sense 
of the word be made a party question. It 
goes tomorrow, rain or shine, hit or miss.

Two Appropriation Bills Passed.

CHICAGO INQUIRY RESOLUTION SET BACK 


House Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tions Defers It Till April 4, 

Sprinarie.p, Ill., March 19.—[Special. |— 
The House Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tions has postponed until April 4 the consid- 
eration of resolutions offered by Mr. Lowen- 
thal and others looking toward the investiga- 
tion of the City Government of Chica- 
go. This action was taken this afternoon 
and is construed to mean the ultimate defeat 
of the proposition as far as the committee is 
concerned. Jones of Cook wanted to offer 
as an amendment to the resolution to post- 
pone a proposition that the committee pledge 
itse.f in favor of investigation. The commit- 
tee was unwilling to do this, Jones, Lowen- 
thal. and Morris ot Iroquois being the only 
mem bers who favored the amendment. 

The investigation craze has broken out 
again and a lot of members of both branches 
ot the General Assembly are discussing the 
creation of a special committee to investi- 
gate the labor troubles in Chicago last 
summer with particular reference to . the 
causes which led thereto and the action of 
the \Pullman company. Some people want 
to attach to the resolution of investigation a 
clause empowering the committee to make 
an investigation as to the amount of realty 
held by the Puliman company and the bur- 
den of taxation it bears. Resclutions on thie 
question are in process of preparation and 
may be expected in due course of events. 


COUNTRY BANKERS TO FIOGHT THEM. 


Committee Will Visit Springfield to Op- 
pose Bills Regulating Private Banks, 

The bill introduced by Mr. Jones of Cook 
County in the Legislature Monday providing 
for the establishment of a department for 
banking and building and loan associations 
is one of the measures which will meet 
with strong opposition from the private 
banks in this State. Some weeks ago contri- 
butions of $10 each were asked from the pri- 
vate bankers to provide a fund to meet the 
expenses of a committee to go to Springfield 
and took after bills which were declared to 
be inimical to their interests. Edward Til- 
den, assistant cashier of the Drovers’ 
National Bank of this city, is Secretary of the 
committee. He said yesterday he would go 
to Springfield soon. 

‘“ Mr. Jones’ bill simply places the private 
bauk under State supervision,” he said, 
‘* The same effect is produced by other bilis 
that have been introduced. There is no op- 
position tosuchalawin the cities, but the 
country bankers deem it unjust and an un- 
warranted interference with private business. 
In many communitiesin the State there is 
not sufficient capital to start a reg- 
ularly organized bank. If the private bank- 
ers there and in other places are compelled 
to organize their business the effect will be 
that numerous. places will be deprived of 
banking facilities. Our commitcee will visit 
Springfield and appear before the Banking 
committee and endeavor to show by argu- 
ment that the bills of which I speak are not 
for the best interest of the State.”’ 

E. S. Dreyer is lPresident of the State 
Bankers’ Association. Mr. Dreyer expects to 
go to Springtield to advocate the bill con- 
cerning the liability of indorsers. 

‘*That bill is now in the House,”’ said Mr, 
Dreyer. ‘**‘ Under the present law the lender 
is obliged to exhaust the soivency of the 
maker of a note before he can proceed 
against the indorser. He must take the 
latter achon in the first term of court 
following. The bill pending aims to 
cure that manifest defect. There is opposi- 
tion to itin the southern part of the State, 
where the farmers say they frequently in- 
dorse for friends asan accommodation, but 
never expect to be called upon to pay the 
money. The bill is of great interest to bank- 
ers, and we will endeavor to secure its pas- 
sage.” 

A number of Chicago: physicians will at- 
tend the meeting of Illinois Military Sur- 
geons at Springfield today.

MURPHY SUES FORHIS INHERITANCE 


He Says tn a Bitl in the Circuit Court His 
Nephew Defrauded Him. 

James S. Murpuy filed a bili in the Superior 
Court .yesterday in which he charges he has 
been defrauded of part of his interest in the 
estate of his brother, Thomas Murphy, who 
died in 1889, leaving au estate of over $200.,- 
000. The defendant in the bill is John A. 
Murphy, who is an attorney and a nephew of 
the complainant. The bill says Thomas Mur- 
phy left no will and his heirs-at-law were the 
complainant, Edward C. Murphy, John A. 
Murphy Sr., and Henry Murphy, brothers, 
anda number of nephews and nieces. John 
A. and his son, the defendant, were 
appointed administrators of the estate, 
and = there was a partial § distribu. 
tion of the personal property, in which 
distribution the complainant received $625. 
Subsequently, the complainant says § he ap- 
plied to the defendant, as administrator, for 
another installment of his share. He was 
teld there was no money, and complainant 
received from him a loan of $5,000, giving 
Murphy a trust déed or mortgage on his 
share of the estate. The mortgage was re- 
corded, and the complainant was unable to 
pay interest. There was a foreclosure in 

890. The defendant received from the 
court a deed for the complainant's ‘share of 
the estate and. stili holds it, and the biil 
charges he now insists there is nothing due 
the complainant except the sum of $2,000. 
On the other hand, the bill avers, there is 
really due him $16,000, takmg into consia- 
aration the amount which he recetved as a 
loan, The court is asked to compel the 
fendant to account and to decree that : the 
mortgage and sale under it were fraudulent.

INTER-STATE GOOMMEROE COMMIS- 
SION’S COMING WESTERN TOUR 


Disputes av to Rates Will Be Aired at St, 
Louls, Denver, Kearney, Neb., Omaha, 
and Chicago Before the Inquiry is End- 
ed=Complaints Which Have Been Re- 
ceived=Chicago and Ohio River Traffic 
Association In on the Verge of Disrup- 
tion= Western Freight Associa:ion Rates 


Wasutnatow, D, C., March 19.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission is preparing for 
an extensive tour of the West in order to hear 
cases that have arisen in that section. Chair- 
man Morrison says about a month from now 
the commission will "leave for St. Louis, 
where it will hear the complaint charging 
that the Missouri, Kansas and Texas railroad 
demands excessive rates on cotton shipped 
from the Indian Territory and Okiahoma. 
There will also be heard at St. Louis the case 
against the Eureka Springs railroad on cotn- 
plaint of the Missouri State Board of Railway 
Com missioners in regard to passenger rates. 
From St. Louis the commission will go to 
Pueblo and Denver, Colo., Kearney and Oma- 
ha, Neb., and probably to St. Joe and Kansas 
City, Mo,, and then to Chicago. The rates 
from Pueblo and Denver to California are to 
be inquired into. The Colorado people claim 
they cannot manufacture and ship rails, ma- 
chinery, nnd other articles successfully white 
Chicago, St.. Louis,.and other places on the 
Missouri River can ship the same articles to 
California at much lower rates. 

The people of Kearney, Neb., claim the 
rates are too high in all dicections. It is said 
Miasouri River rates were made higher last 
summer than they have been at any time, in 
the last five yeats and these charges are to be 
inquired into by the commission. The (maha 
Commercial club, representing Omaha mer- 
chants and shippers, has complained that 
Council bluffs business-men can ship across 
the river and to points west of Omaha at 
(Omaha rates, while Omaha merchants and 
shippers cannot ghip across the river through 
Council Biuffs and into Iowa at Council 
Bluffs rates. This isa matter which has been 
agitated by Omaha people for some time. 

The termini of most of the lines interested 
in these various controversies are at Chicago 
ahd the final hearing in some, and perhaps ail, 
of them inay be transferred to that city after 
the commission has afforded everybody in the 
several localities convenient opportunity for 
putting in testimony. Chairman Morrison 
expects a large portion of the time of the 
commission during the spring will be occu- 
pied hearing evidence. 


ON THE VERGE OF DISRUPTION, 


Chicago and Ohio River Traffic Associ:tion 
Is in Bad Shape. 

A call has been issued for a meeting of the 
Chicago and Ohio River Traffic association to 
be held in this city March 26. The associa- 
tion has been on the breakers for some time, 
and an effort will be made to keep it from 
foundering. The opinion is, however, that all 
efforts to keep the association alive will be in 
vain. Ali the Western associations have had 
more or less trouble during the last twelve 
months, but the troubles of the Chicago and 
Ohio River Traffic association have been a 
trifle worse than any of the other ones. Few 
it. any.of the roads have paid the least atten- 
tion to the agreement and charges of bad 
faith, cutting of rates and worse practices are 
pending against nearly every road in the asso- 
ciation. ‘the demoralization in rates is so 
great that a general rate war is imminent, 
and to prevent this is the object of the meet- 
ing. Upto the time Joseph Tucker was ap- 
pointed Chairman of the association, about a 
year ago, the continued rate wars caused 
heavy ioss of revenue to the various Ohio 
River roads. Mr. Tucker has tried hard to 
secure the maintenance of rates, but like all 
of his predecessors he failed to keep the 
roads in line, and matters went from bad 
to worse until ail hope of securing a better 
state of affairs has been abandoned. There 
are several roads in the association which 
were never known to maintain rates, and so 
flagrant have their violations of agreement 
become that even the big, conservative lines 
have found it necessary to resort to thé same 
practices as their weaker competitors. 


CHANGES IN BATES AND REGULATIONS. 


Important Action Taken by the Western 
Freight Association. 

During the meeting of the Western Freight 
Association in this city last week ‘he follow- 
ing changes in rates, rules, and regulations 
were authorized and will, except as otherwise 
noted, become effective March 25 next. The 
minimum weight of 20,000 pounds per car 
was agreed to upon the articies as follows: 

Bottle wrappers; wooden boxes; butter and 
lard tubs, when Class B rates apply on same, 
charcoal; egg cases set up 20,000 pounds, K. D., 
24,000 pounds. minimum; exceisior hay bale 
ties, wire rates; fresh fish; furniture; hair, plas- 
tering: kindling wood; leather; lumbermen’s 
suppiies; lumber, in cars thirty feet and under; 
garden seed, L. C. L., third class ©. L., fourth 
class rates; sawdust and shavings; screen doors 
and windows in cars thirty feet and under; stove- 
pipe and stoves; trunks. 

Agricultural implements,. ©. L., to Missouri 
River points, from Chicago, 30 cents; Peoria, 
26), cents; St. Louis, 22'¢ cents per 100 pounds, 
Kates to Duluth and Chicago on Eastern ship- 
ments, application of official classification to be 
canceled, effective April 1, 1895. Furniture, (. 
L.. minimum 20,000 pounds, from Fond du Lac 
to St. Paul, 20 cents, to Daluth 25 cents, and 
from Marshfield to Duluth, 22%. cents per 100 
pounds: butterine, oleomargarine, and butter 
grease, third-class rates. Scrap tin, ©. L.,. mini- 
mum 30,000 pounds, from Kansas City, Atchison, 
Leavenworth and St. Joseph to St. Louis, 12% 
cents; to Pebria, 15 cents; to Chicago, 17% 
cents. Cement, except Morton color, ‘e 
L., Chicago to St. Paul, 10 cénts per 100 pounds, 
effective April 1, expires Dec. 1, 1895. Fire 
plugs and hydrants, ©. L., minimum 24,000 
pounds, St. Paul to Chicago, 12'; cents per 100 
pounds. 


WESTERN FREIGHT POOL IN DANGER. 


Presidents of Interested Roads Will Make 
Efforts to Save Tt. 

A meeting of the Presidents and executive 
officers of the roads which are members of 
the Western freight pool will be held at Chair- 
man Midgley’s office Monday to act upon the 
recommendation of Chairman Bird of the 
Western Trunk Line committee regarding the 
proposed revision of percentages. The freight 
committee has bheid. several meetings lately, 
with a view of acting upon the demand of the 
Missouri Pacific and Burlington for an in- 
Grease in percentages. The Santa Fé and 
other roads resisted the application, claiming 
those roads had secured more than their share 
of the business by manipulating or cutting 
the rates. In consequence threats of with- 
drawal from the pool have been made and the 
existence‘of the pool is placed in jeopardy. 
To prevent such result this meeting of the 
‘Presidents has been called, and it is under- 
stood ali the roads will be represented. 
Chairman Bird of the Freight committee has 
prepared a pian for a revision of percentages 
which it is. believed will be accepted with 
some modifications by the Presidents, and the 
pvol will then be given another trial.

This was met 
with numerous allegations of fraud. The re- 
ceiver allegea that the Indianapolis, Delphi 
and Chicago and the Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago roads have Caunel seme 
of the property of the Chicago Atlantic 
company in full knowledge of the claims 
againstit. Only forty miles of track were 
ever laid, The case will be appealed. 


Passenger Agents’ Convention. 

The General Passenger and Ticket Agents’ 
convention convened at the Murray Hili Hotel in 
New York yesterday. The question of controlling 
the issuance of through tickets by unreliable 
parties was referrsd back to the special commit- 
tee for further consideration. It-was decided to 
appoint.a Committee on “ Poster’ Contracts. 
This committee will be appointed tomorrow and 
will consist of oné member from each traffic as- 
sociation. The annual election of officers re- 
sulted: President, William Davidson of the 
Plant system; Vice-President, Vana J. Flanders 
of the Boston and Maine: Saovatasy. A. J. Smith 
of the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. The 
new members of the Executive committee are: 
W. R. Babcock. New York and New England; 
Charles 8. Lee. Lehigh Valley; C. 8S. Crane, Wa- 
bash. W.A. Turk was appointed orator for the 
next meeting. 


Lumber Dealers Want Lower Kates. 


A meeting of the Western Freight Association 
linés with the Lake Superior and Lake Michigan 
Transportation lines will be held at Minneapolis 
next Thursday to agree if possible on flour and 
gtain rates via lake and rail for next sea- 
son. Subsequently a meeting of the lines inter- 
ested in the lumber traffic from North Minneso- 
ta, Wisconsin, and Mississippi River crossings 
will be held to consider the application of lum- 
ber shippers at Minnesota and Wisconsin points 
for a reduction in rates to enable them to meet 
the competition of dealers in yellow pine from 
the South. Yellow pine lamber, it is claimed, is 
being shipped to the Western markets at such 
law rates asso crowd out the white pine from 
Minnesota and Wisconsin points. 


Santa Fe Restores Ratex«. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., March 19.—The second 
class passenger rates over the Santa Fé have 
been restored to the regular figure of $52.50. 
It has transpired since Passenger Traffic Man- 
ager White returned to Chicago that not only 
did the Santa Fé secure indisputable evidence 
that the Texas and Pacific and its Eastern con- 
nections were cutting the rates, but that so keen 
was the competition in.these lines that they con- 
trived to get away with the business for which 
sleeping accommodations over the Santa Fé had 
already been reserved. 


Railroad Notes. 


Union Pacific officials here have been 
directed to arrange for making Cheyenne a 
freight transfer point. 


Suit was filed at San Antonio yesterday in 
the United States Court against the San Antonio 
and Guif Shore railroad by the Illinois Steel 
eneepany for $27,903 for material furnished the 
road. 


Judge Jenkins yeatasdoy authorized the re- 
ceivers of the Chicago and Northern Pacific rail- 
road to expend $10,000 in converting the old 
Worild’s Fair cars into passenger cars to be used 
by the road in equipping trains forthe Harlem 
race track business the coming summer. 


An exeursion rate of one first-class limited 
fare for the round trip has been granted by the 
Central Traffic Association roads for the annual 
conference of the German Baptist (Dunkard) 
Church, at Roanoke, Va.. June 2 to 12, 1825, 
from all points in Central Traflic Association ter- 
ritory. 


The Georgia Southern and Florida railway 
system was put up at receiver's sale for the sec- 
ond time today, but there were no bidders. The 
upset price fixed by the court was $38,750,000. 
The road will be offered for sale again the first 
Tuesday in April, with the upset price fixed at 
$3,000, 000, 

C. H. Bosworth, General Manager of the 
Chicago, Peoria und St. Louis road, denies there 
is any plan for the purchase of the Fulton County 
Narrow Gauge road. He has been over the road 
with Mr. Malloy solely to learn of the plan for 
widening the gauge, as it would form a valuable 
connection. 


The Columbus, Hocking Valley and Toledo 
railway company today elected CC, C. Waite, 
Calvary Morris, James W. Elisworth, Calvin 58. 
Brice, P. W. Huntington, James Kilbourne, Sam- 
uel D. Davis, C. B. Alexander, and Thomas F. 
Ryan, directors. The gross earnings were $2.- 
688,699; expenses of operation, $1,042,774; net 
earnings, $1,255,925. 


An agreement has been reached by tnelines 
interested in Southern business to abolish labor 
rates in the South for the season. Hereafter no 
reduced rates will be made for laborers going 
south. There are but few laborers now going 
south, it is claimed, and many of those who went 
there last fail are now coming back, whichis to 
be the reason for the action of the roads. 


The Big Four road in connection with the 
Chesapeake and Ohio ix making strenuous ef- 
forts to secure a large proportion of the export 
grain traffic from western points via Newport 
News, Va. The company, it is said, has just 
made contracts for 600,000 bushels of export 
rain to be shipped at once. Freight Traffic 
Wanaaee Oscar Murray is giving nis personal at- 
tention to this business. 


Receivers Walker, McCook, and Wilson of f 


the Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 railroad are 
getting ready to make another trip of inspection 
over the lines of the road. They expect to leave 
here next Naveen and will be gone about three 
weeks. They will give special attention to the 
Atlantic ana Pacific and Southern California 
lines which were not inspected by them on their 
last trip about a month ago. 

Vice-President C. H. Chappell of the Chi. 
cago and Alton, who went to Hot Springs, Ark., 
about a week ago to get rid of an attack of rheu- 
matism, wired yesterday as follows: “ There is 
no reason why people should not now come to 
Hot Springs if they so desire.

Mr. Chappell is so well satisfied that 
there is no longer any danger from smallpox in 
that locality that he has sent for Mrs. Cha Li 
to join him, and she left here for Hot Springs 
yesterday.
